Is Laid Up and in Need 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5—John R. 
(“Yours Merrily”) Rogers, who in the 
heyday of his 65-year career was one 
of the best known and most popular 
men in theatrical business, is laid up 
at the Hotel Portland, 132 West 47th 
street. Rogers was on the road last 
season ahead of The Trial of Mary 
Dugan, which he exploited with some 
very successful box-office stunts, but 
it was tough work for a man of 88 
years, and it brought on a hardening 
of the arteries in his feet, necessitat- 
ing medical treatment for many 
months. 

“Yours Merrily” was a prince of 
good fellows and a lavish entertainer 
when fortune smiled upon him, and 
now his many friends and former as- 
sociates have a chance to do some- 
thing for the veteran. Severa] pro- 
ducers and others already have con- 
tributed, but Rogers will need a con- 
siderable sum to carry him thru the 
long siege that faces him.

As Organizer

$23,600 in Cleveland

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MOVIES OWN 
NEW PLAYS 
BY SUBSIDY 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The legitimate 
theater, as far as Broadway is concerned, 
has almost completely succumbed to 
motion picture subsidy. During the last 
five weeks The Billboard has consistently 
reported deals between theatrical] pro- 
ducers and motion picture interests that 
have revealed the talking picture people 
interested in nearly every production of- 
fered during the early part of the new 
season by standard producers. 


This week Broadway wil! see at least 
three productions in which the picture 
concerns have no financial interest as 
far as can be ascertained. They are the 
productions of Sam Harris, L. Lawrence 
Weber and the Theater Guild. Of these 
three, however, Weber has a strong pic- 
ture connection with Samuel Goldwyn, 
who has been interested in several Weber 
productions. 

The situation in the theater has left 
stock practically out in the cold for 
material and naturally has caused the 
folding of many companies which has 
thrown countless actors out of work. 


Legit. managers are unwilling to dis- 
cuss this sudden turn of the picture 
people toward the legitimate stage, and 
in most instances they refuse to ac- 
knowledge the subsidy. 

Lee and J. J. Shubert, reported several 
weeks ago to be in a deal with Pathe 
for 400 plays controlled by them and 
150 Shubert theaters thruout the coun- 
try, have steadfastly evaded comment on 
the tieup, which now has become 
common gossip on Broadway. 


A. L. Erlanger, controlling the other 
largest chain of legitimate theaters on 
the road, apparently is not bound with 
any individual picture concern, but has 

Minterested several in the wiring of his 
any houses. He has said he will road 
show picture productions into his houses 
at a $2 top. Whether he will assume 
this policy in the face of the film book- 
ing offices releasing first-run pictures at 
popular price is still questionable, but 
in the meantime the wiring of the 
Erlanger houses is going on. 


Schwab & Mandel have openly an- 
nounced their association with Para- 
mount. And the impending merger be- 
tween Paramount and Warner Brothers 
just about makes the legitimate theater 
completely controlled by this organiza- 
tion. They have A. H, Woods, Gilbert 
Miller, Charles L. Wagner and Jed Harris, 
Bolton, Kalmar and Ruby. Vincent 
Youmans’ much-delayed Great Day is 
being done with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
money, according to the reports, and E. 
Ray Goetz, who is readying his Fifty 
Million Frenchmen for Broadway pro- 
duction. is vaguely reported to have a 
tieup with picture people. It is difficult 
to trace the rumors of the Goetz 
affiliation: 

The plays to date that have been 
provided with picture money have 
maintained the picture standards for 
lavishness. 


Leonard Ceeley for ‘Mimosa’ 


BOSTON, Oct. 5-—Leonard Ceeley,

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—George M. Cohan, 
between his various activities which now 
include acting in Gambling here and 
wondering about his production Sign 
X Y Z currently at Chicago, is said to 
be writing the Cohan revue that has 
been coming for several years. Recently 
Cohan said this production would reach 
Broadway before the Christmas holidays. 
This report received support during the 
past week when it became known that 
he was writing again. 

The Cohan revue has been promised 
several times this season, but now it be- 
comes rather definite, for in addition to 
writing while waiting for cues at the 
Fulton Theater, he is said to be devot- 
ing his time outside the theater to the 
music for the production. 

A report also running along Broad- 
way has Ring Lardn@, who was co- 
author with Cohan of Elmer the Grezt, 
interested in the Cohan revue. Lardner 
has a play opening this week, after which 
it is reported he will submit several 
sketches to Cohan for his approval to 
use in the revue. 


Shuberts Complete Cast 
For Strauss Operetta 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—The Shuberts to- 
day completed casting the principals for 
the Johann Strauss operetta, Die 
Fledermaus, and rehearsals got under 
way immediately. The production will 
open “cold” in New York in about four 
weeks. Because of the size of the pro- 
duction and due to the fact that it re- 
quires a revolving stage, the customary 
try-out tour was abandoned.

EQUITY HEAD 
SEES MOVIES 
AID TO LEGIT. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The influx of 
motion picture money which this season 
is invading Broadway as_ backing for 
legitimate productions is to be welcomed, 
Frank Gillmore, president of Actors’ 
Fquity Association, today told The Bill- 
hoard, 

It is Gillmore’s contention that sound 
unlimited capital is far better for the 
legitimate theater than are the host of 
fly-by-night producers that have 
swarmed the street in recent seasons. 
“Viewed from an economic standpoint,” 
continued the Equity president, “such 
sound backing means security for the 
actors and all those connected with the 
production. 

“I fail to see why such an alliance 
should materially change the caliber of 
attractions. An outstanding example is 
the Gilbert Miller-Famous Players tieup 
which has been in existence now for 
some years. Certainly it has not changed 
the quality of the productions offered by 
the legitimate factor in that alliance. 

“What is more, I do not think that 
the talking pictures will constitute a 
serious menace to the spoken stage 
When they have developed further they 
will have devised a medium of expression 
peculiarly their own. Only in that way 
do I feel they will take their proper 
place in the sphere of amusement, and 
when they have attained their own 
technique, instead of using stage plays 
as is their current policy, they no longer 
will be in direct competition to the 
legitimate theater. At that time each 
will be developing its own audience with 
one supplementing the other. Also, the 
talking pictures are constantly educating 
the great mass of people to an apprecia- 
tion of the spoken word, a factor which 
is bound to reflect to the good of the 
legitimate drama.” 

Whether or not the arrival of heavy 
motion picture capital has scared away 
many of the shoe-string operators is an 
open question. The fact remains that 
there are fewer of the latter gentry ac- 
tive this season than was the case the 
past few seasons. 

Gillmore is of the opinion that the 
motion picture-legit. alliance is having 
a serious effect on the play market as 
it applies to stock companies. He does 
feel, however, that this could be 
remedied if plays that are filmed direct- 
ly after their legitimate production were 
released for stock about a year after the 
picture version. It is ridiculous to think 
that the ordinary stock company can 
directly compete with the talkies, he 
said, but the spoken screen can be used 
as an exploitation medium for stock if 
the latter companies would use plays 
that already have had screen presenta- 
tions. 

In discussing the legitimate produc- 
tion situation, Gillmore offered an in- 
teresting observation to the effect that 
“some scientific salvaging of plays that 
just missed getting over because of bad 
breaks should be experimented with.” 

Gillmore said: “With all the hollering 
about there being a dearth of good 
plays it seems to me that some far-see- 
ing producer could do a great service to 
the theater by trying to salvage some 
of the fine plays of past seasons that 
just missed getting over. Such a sys- 
tem has never been tried scientifically. 
Such a producer, with the help of ex- 
perienced play doctors, could certainly 
find a fertile field of almost assured 
successes by putting on such plays after

No Prompter, No Show, 
Greeks Tell Producer 
Seeking To Form Group 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5—For some 
time now, Charles W. Chamouris, well 
known in stock circles as an actor 
and director, has been trying to or- 
genize a Greek theater in New York, 
‘where modern and classical plays 
sovld be presented in Greek for the 
52,000 natives of that country who 
reside here. 

Chemouris says that when it comes 
te finding suitable plays and players 
he faces no difficulty, but talk of his 
plans as @ means of securing money 
is a different story. It is his idea to 
conduct such a theater on the Ameri- 
can system, but his countrymen have 
no appreciation for such a plan. 

It seems that the basis of the Greek 
system is the prompter, who sits in 
the wings and reads the play, the 
actors doing little more than repeat 
the lines. When Chamouris starts 
discussing the doing away of the 
rrompter, the Greeks throw up their 
hands and say: 

“What! No prompter? Then, no 
show.” 


Cast Walks Out on

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The Bronx Thea- 
ter Guild, a recently organized group 
slated to bring worth-while drama to 
that section of New York, took a sudden 
nosedive Thursday night when members 
of the company walked out, stating they 
had not been receiving a living wage.

The group, which has been tenanting 
the Intimate Playhouse, has been under 
the direction of Sidney Stavro. He 
denied that the company had been sub- 
jected to inhuman working conditions 
and stated that he intended to continue 
the project with new people. 


Show Awarded Authors

Faces Financial Trouble 


“Black Crook” Flops on the Road — “Star of Bengal” 
Folds in Hoboken — Mortgage on Theater Also 
Reported Threatened 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The Seacoast of Bohemia, as Cleon Throckmorton and 
Christopher Morley have chosen to call their theatrical endeavors at Hoboken, is 
threatened with financial chaos. There is a mixup with Jones & Green, who con- 
tracted to be responsible for the Hoboken theatrical producers’ road effcrts, over 
the liability for salary of the cast of the Star of Bengal, the Joan Lowell play, which 


is folding, a complete flop, at the Lyric 
Theater, Hoboken, tomorrow night. In 
addition to this the producers face fore- 
closure proceedings against their Rialto 
Theater by Julius Leventhal. 

Last year Morley and Throckmorton 
bought the Rialto for $85,000, subject- 
ing it to three mortgages, one of which 
was for $12,000 held by Leventhal. 
Leventhal sold them the house orig- 
inally and now, according to reports, 
which he will neither affirm nor deny, 
wants the house for dramatic stock. 
Morley enlisted the aid of Otto H. Kahn, 
according to reports, to have Leventhal 
pull off, but the effort was no go and 
Leventhal is insistent. Kahn has been 
reported at various times as the Hoboken 
angel and if he does not come to the 
aid of the managers and quiet the 
mortgages they are threatened with los- 
ing the house where After Dark is now 
playing. 

Meanwhile Morley insists that plans 
are going ahead for the production of 
the Shoestring Revue, but Equity has 
a tangle to straighten out with the 
Hoboken impresarios before this can get 
under way. Salaries will be paid to the 
Star of Bengal cast tomorrow night by 
both Jones & Green and the Hoboken 
firm. Jones & Green held an option on 
the Lowell play to bring it to Broadway 
were it successful in Hoboken. The 
Black Crook, which is out on the road 
under the Jones & Green banner, folded 
Saturday night in Boston, due to poor 
business. 

Morley and Throckmorton are said to 
have encountered financial difficulty be- 
cause they sunk all their cash into the 
Consolidated Iron Works, which they 
bought at a Federal Court sale in 
Hoboken last spring for $150,000. This 
venture started out to be a club for 
actors and professional people, but has 
failed and with it went all the cash 
Morley and Throckmorton possessed. 


In addition to the financial aspects 
of the situation, Morley and Throck- 
morton have certain difficulties to iron 
out with Equity before further produc- 
tions can be attempted. ‘These have 
arisen over the fact that the Hoboken 
group has been operating under a stock 
company contract. It is understood that 
Equity is investigating alleged infringe- 
ments of these contracts. 

The Hoboken productions have been 
playing nime performances a week, al- 
lowable under the Equity stock contract. 
If Investigation shows that the groups 
have not been living up to stock condi- 
tions then the producers will be liable 
for salary for the extra performance to 
all members of their companies.

Bitter Fight Forecast at Spe- 
cial Meeting Set for Next 


Month 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7—One of the bit- 
terest fights in the history of Equity 
is forecast for November 18, when a 
special meeting has been called at the 
Hotel Astor to vote on whether or not 
that organization will support @ move- 
men to allow Sunday legitimate shows 
in New York and other States where 
they are now prohibited. 

As things now stand the membership 
is split on the question. William A. 
Brady, veteran producer, but also a mem- 
ber of the actors’ association, is leading 
the fight in favor of allowing Sabbath 
performances. A committee has been 
investigating the subject and will read 
its report at the meeting. 

On the other hand, Sunday, as a day 
of rest, has been one of the main planks 
in the Equity platform since its forma- 
tion. Against all odds it has held to 
that rule and the proponents of the 
question are certain to face a stiff fight. 

Recently The Billboard conducted a 
poll among its readers and the results 
showed a large majority favoring the 
adoption of Sunday legitimate shows. 
The faction supporting the move bases 
its argument on the claims that Sunday 
performances would mean more money 
and more work for the actors, and that 
at the same time it would allow the 
legitimate theater to compete more free- 
ly with the other amusement interests 
that are allowed to run on the Sabbath. 

If the members of the association vote 
to allow such a policy then immediate 
steps will be taken, it is understood, to 
support the managers in a campaign to 
force legislative changes in the various 
States where it would be necessary. 


Should the question be voted down, 
there are rumors that the Broadway 
producers will take things into their own 
hands and seek to have motion picture 
presentations and other similar enter- 
tainment declared illegal. 


Shuberts Win Case

Mile. Damita is also said to have ex. 
tracted a guarantee of 10 weeks’ salary, 
which has been posted with attorneys for 
Goldwyn. This amount is said to be 
about $30,000, which brings the total 
to secure the services of Miss Damita 
up to $50,000. Previously it was reported 
in The Billboard that Connolly & 
Swanstrom had posted $55,000 as a 10 
weeks’ salary security in order to get 
Jack Donahue’s name on a_ contract. 
Neither of these two bonds have been 
connected with Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, which holds a bond for $12,50v for 
the cast. The Chorus Equity bond will 
run dver $10,000 also. 

Charles M. Schwab and a Detroit auto- 
mobile manufacturer, reported to be 
Walter Chrysler, are said to be the 
backers of the production, which is the 
initial effort of Connolly & Swanstrom. 

The backers, whoever they may be, 
have posted $134,500 for the cast, which 
is something of a record. As previously 
chronicled in these columns Joseph Ur- 
ban has orders to spend at least $50,000 
on sets, and the costumes are reported 
to be costing another $80,000, not to 
mention the salaries of stagehands, com- 
posers and writers. 

The production will cost easily a 
quarter of a million dollars before the 
curtain rises on its opening in Cleveland 
October 20. 

Bobby Connolly, the former dance 
director who becomes a manager with 
this production, is staging the dancing 
himself, but due to illness and strain 
from the gigantic task of staging the 
most stupendous production from the 
standpoint of cash outlay suffered a 
collapse last week at one of the re- 
hearsals. Donahue stepped into the 
breach and continued to direct the 
chorus routines until Connolly returned. 

J. Fred Coots and Benny Davis have 
done the music, while the book is the 
collaboration of the composers, Connolly, 
Swanstrom and Donahue.

William Harris, Jr., deserves a world 
of praise for having given the theater 
The Criminal Code, It is a biting, force- 
ful play, easily the most potent drama 
revealed to date this season. 

Martin Flavin has contrived a drama 
that is fundamentally sound and cer- 
tainly one that deserves the support of 
those who appreciate the worth while. 
This one has meat to it. Somberly in- 
tense, it grips thru 13 scenes, never re- 
lenting in its course of driving home a 
convincing message. 

The Criminal Code is an intelligent 
indictment of the so-called justice 
meted out to those who transgress the 
law. It is based on a cold viewing of 
the “eye for an eye” basis of the pena) 
code. 

As a play, there are flaws in it. The 
writing is often thin, and the action 
sometimes suffers from the necessary 
construction, which is episodic. These 
weaknesses, however, are almost com- 
pletely overlooked because of the tre- 
mendous vitality of the story, the ex 
traordinary settings and the fine play- 
ing 

It tells the story of a youth, intelli- 
gent and clean, who is sentenced to 
prison for 10 years on a manslaughter 
charge because, !n a moment of drunken 
anger, he killed a man who had insulted 
his girl companion, whom he had just 
before picked up on the street. 


The district attorney who convicts 
him is a kindly and understanding man. 
but these human qualities are hampered 
by the criminal code he has sworn to 
uphold, which calls for such a sentence 
for the crime. The attorney, altho he 
appreciates the fact that the ends of 
justice and humanity are not being 
served by such a sentence, is forced to 
push it thru because the letter of the 
law allows no leeway, no room for in- 
dividuality, 

The Criminal Code then shows the 
youth after six years’ confinement be- 
hind the cruel, gray walls of the peni- 
tentiary. He is broken and whipped, the 
thread of hope in life, the only thing 
that can keep him alive and support his 
morale, is about to snap. By a twist of 
politics, the district attorney who con- 
victed him is sent to the prison as 
warden. He, of course, brings his family 
sata a charming daughter, witb

Once more this man applies sympathy 
and intelligence in handling the boy. He 
Makes him his chauffeur, which brings 
him in contact with the daughter. This 
trenethens him and gives him courage 
He is once more a man. It is arranged

Charles Harris did not choose well when 
he selected Town Boy as the play to in- 
troduce him to Broadway as a producer 
It is a well-directed. well-acted piece 
that has little dramatic appeal, altho 
it appears to have been designed to have 
considerable. 

Town Boy is a mild little play that 
will soon find the task of continuing 
on Broadway too strenuous and it will 
soon be forgotten. There are moments 
when the piece climbs to heights, but 
the climbing is so labored the structure 
creaks. Nothing about the play recom- 
mends it as different, nor are the people 
interesting. 

For Marie Baumer it is a first plav 
She has gone to the hills of Pennsyl- 
vania for her locale and chronicles life 
among the hillbillies and the efforts 
of a young hill girl to forget her native 
urges and maintain her affection for a 
new-found love from “town”. Just as 
the girl admits the proclivities of the 
hills as overwhelming the “town boy” 
enters the scene and the fight that has 
been impending all during the opus 
breaks. The “town boy” is badly mauled 
by the hill lover, but his determination 
serves to show the girl her error and the 
play ends. All is right with the world 

The play is splenglidly cast, with Tom 
Douglas doing a perfect job of perform- 
ing as the meek boy from town. Ruth 
Kaston gives a good account of herself 
as Molly Keck. To Ralph Bellamy, how- 
ever, go the honors of the plece. His 
interpretation of the hill roughneck is 
fine. Unlike others of the plavers he 
never allows himself to slip from the 
part in which he is cast. 

The one set is good enough. The di- 
rector proves one thing: That he can 
keep interest in a play without action 
for three acts, which is indeed an ac- 
complishment.

Vincent Larence nas contrive’ a deft, 
crafty, yet substantial comedy in Among 
the Married. Always an exceptional 
technician, Lawrence lives up to that 
reputation in this. Without much of a 
plot to hang his trenchant dialog to, 
his comedy, nevertheless, has a serious 
undertone that lends strong support to 
the scmetimes wavering humor. 

There is little newness in the theme 
and yet, thanks to Lawrence’s writing 
and some fine playing, Among the Mar- 
ried has a sparkle, a delightful freshness 
about it that cannot be overlooked. As 
is usually the case -vith a Lawrence play, 
dialog is the outstanding factor in thig 
one. The playwrizgat has a happy 
faculty of giving the most impressive 
twist to the most trite phrase. He places 
it in exactly the proper place so that 
not an ounce of its effectiveness is 
wasted. Most of she laughs in Among 
the Married come from lines essentially 
dull and commonplace. They take on a 
luster only when viewed as part of a 
whole. 

This comedy is based on that old 
bromide: The dounle code of morals. It 
is built around five people, two married 
couples and a footloose young golf cham- 
pion with a penchant for other men’s 
wives. The action takes place within 
one setting. 

Jack Mills is head over heels in love 
with his wife, but, as he puts it, while 
she has all his love she has but part of 
his passion. When she finds him with 
her closest friend, an alliance which was 
mere chance, she resolves to tr¢ the 
husband's code herself. She does. In- 
formed, he flies off the handle, but she 
stands her ground and states that she 
wi'l live with him only if he agrees to 
both of them being free. He consents to 
such an arrangement, still sure that he 
can win out over all competitors. 

In constructing his story Lawrence has 
allowed for a dash of symbclism which 
never quite comes off. It doesn’t have 
any serious weakening effect on the 
whole, however. The fact remains that 
Among the Married is best when hewing 
strictly to the line of comedy. 

Philip Goodman was fortunat? in hav- 
ing secured the services of two such 
capable players as Frank Morgan and 
Katherine Wilson. When it comes to 
straight comedy few can do as well as 
Morgan and in this piece he has a part 
perfectly suited to his talent. Miss Wil- 
son, on the other hand, is strongest in 
the more serious scenes, especially those 
calling for some -motional outbursts. 

Pegcy Allenby nas been seen to better 
advantage. She somehow or other has 
failed to catch the subtleties offered by 
her role. Most of the time she is 
deliberate and obvious in contrast to 
the finesse and restraint shown by the 
two featured players. John Junior does 
well in a secondary assignment and Ed- 
ward Leiter gives a cood account of him- 
self as the golf champ. 

The direction, uncredited, is skillful 
and the single setting is one of taste

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Producers Climb 
Out of Red Thru 
Talkie Dabbling 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—While those among RKO representatives who act solely 
as agents are bewildered regarding the next move to make in order to operate as 
strictly ethical and still make a living, most of the producer-representatives have 


already found a way out. 


The latter, working in with, rather than offering stube 


born and unreasonable resistance to, the talkie menace, are discovering that 


canned acting is in many respects a 
blessing in disguise. 


Those of the RKO producers who 
possess formerly useless trunkfuls of 
comedy-act manuscripts, and on whose 
finger tips are pieces of comedy business 
that have been discarded for years by 
vaudeville, are in for the dough in the 
talkie-producing racket. 


Having taken heed of the warnings 
issued by the RKO booking office against 
putting out big units and expensive 
flashes, the leading producers are con- 
fining their vaude. activity mostly to four 
and five-people next-to-closing acts, and 
are saving their greater efforts for the 
major film producing companies. Here 
money is plentiful and it is paid out with 
little or no hesitation. 


Certain of the RKO producers who 
went deep into the red on units and 
comedy extravaganzas turned down for 
solid routes on the big time, find another 
story awaiting them on the film side of 
the fence. With sure-fire comedy ma- 
terial naturally scarce in a competition- 
packed field of talkie short and feature 
producers, vaudeville-producing people 
with loads of time-tested bits and busi- 
ness in their possession are being given 
a great welcome. 


The comparatively great activity of 


i RKO producers in the talkie field ac- 


mcounts in part for the apathy displayed 
in the face of the adverse condions on 
the sixth floor. RKO’s implied agree- 
ment with its representatives does not 
bar them from activity in non-competing 
fields. This idea is carried over from the 
time when the major circuit was noth- 
ing more than a vaudeville-booking and 
theater - operating proposition. Now 
RKO, thru its strong commercial ties, is 
also in the radio, picture producing and 
distributing, disc-recoi ding, and in many 
phases of the mechano-electrical busi- 
ness. The new issue has not been forced 
on the vaudeville representatives; and 
this is considered good business practice, 
because further pressure in the direction 
of restrictions would do much toward 
discouraging the valuable co-operation of 
preducers altogether. 


Among the RKO producers said to be 
interested in talkie deals with major out- 
fits are Max E. Hayes, C. B. Maddock, 
Alex Gerber, Harry Rogers and Phil 
Morris. Rogers is reported to be acting 
as broker for a large amount of comedy 
material from the pen of@Billy House, and 
Morris is said to be doing likewise for 
Harry Charies Greene. 

Not the least among RKO act sponsors 
turning to talkies is Commodore M. 6S. 
Bentham, who might be looked upon as 
the pioneer among the RKO agent gentry 
in the talkie line. The Bentham office 
has had a talkie-casting department for 
some time. This department has grown 
with such bounds that Bentham’'s vaude- 
ville department is now regarded as one 
equally ranking activity of several, while 
in former seasons it predominated all 
else by far. 

Not only are the big-time representa- 
tives acting as material brokers, but 
many of them are finding profitable 


channels in audible films for comedians 
under their personal direction 

They are finding that while in vaude- 
ville money comes in dribs and drabs, in 
films, when it comes at all, it pours in 
four-figure batches.

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Freak Salary Standards Prevail in the East 


RKO and Fox Paying Top Salaries to Popular Attractions 


—Toughest Season for So-So Acts—Loew Laying Off 
Expensive Items—Good Pay for Showings 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—It’s either one side of the fence or the other in vaude- 


ville salaries at this advanced stage of the season, 


The “name” acts of the type 


ereatly in demand are pu'ling down bigger money than at any time on record. 


The acts of average quality are getting awful breaks. 
The leading circuits, consistently blind to box- 


in the freakiest state on record. 
office business records as a likely basis, 
are using every resOurce to grab novel- 
ties and strong comedy attractions. Top 
salaries are apparently no object in this 
chase. But the so-so acts depended upon 
to fill in the rest of the show are at the 
mercy of the bargain trend. When there 
is a scarcity of “No. 2 spot acts”, these 
temporarily come in for good breaks. As 
coon as hustling agents succeed in over- 
supplying the temporary demand, these 
acts are not worth the paper a contract 
is written on. And so it goes down the 
line of mediocre acts. 

Of late RKO bookers are showing far 
lcreater discrimination than in former 
seasons as regards the buying of acts. 
This is probably due to the constant 
watch kept over the trend of their buy- 
ing judgments by George Godfrey's daily 
bookers’ meetings. 

The big time is losing little or ncene 
of the acts it can play in its houses, and 
this is being brought about by the fine 
organization which has been whipped 
into shape after months of up-grade 
plodding by Godfrey and his associates. 
When an attraction of considerable merit 
is scented, the smooth-running machine 
is at once put into action, and if its 
salary demands are at all reasonable, 
RKO will land it. 

There was a time—less than two sea- 
sons ago—when Loew and Fox were grab- 
bing the box-office beauts as fast as they 
arrived, and K-A-O was powerless to in- 
terfere. The fumblers and jumblers in 
the big time have either been let out or 
educated, with the result that when RKO 
finally permits an attraction to walk out, 
it’s 10 to 1 that its booking brains have 
concluded that the prey is no longer 
worth fighting for. 

Loew is manifesting progressive ten- 
dencies in the salary pclicies of its rapid- 
ly growing chain of picture houses, but 
this tendency is not reflected in the 
vaudeville wing. In the Loew Annex 
Building, sixth floor, there is apparent 
the same indifferent mien toward box- 
office items which characterized this de- 
partment three seasons ago. This might 
be attributed to word from the higher- 
ups that vaudeville should not be given 
a big play unless film bookings fall down 
in quality materially. Thus far Loew 
has had the best all-round picture 
breaks of any circuit in the country. 

While Loew is not paying sensational 
salaries to its general run of acts, it is 
reputed to be a far better patron of 
flash material than RKO. Loew pays 
many of its clesing-spot acts far more 
than most RKO house budgets allow 
for next-to-closing comedy features. Fox 
is weaving in and out of the Loew and 
RKO offices in salary standards, The 
salary figures of Loeb’s office run the 
gamut from the ridiculous to the sub- 
lime for strong attractions. When Fox 
pays well, the trade has now come to 
know, it pays better than any office on 
the vaudeville map. Jack Allen, who is 
booking Fox's junior time under Loeb, is 
getting a fine pick of attractions for 
comparatively little money, many of his 
1cts taking the lower figure on hopes of 
eventually landing in the Loeb columns. 

In the showing and break-in racket, 
Loew is showing itself to be the better 
port than any one of the major circuits. 
RKO's showing salaries are little better 
than absurd for absolutely unknown 
acts, but Loew, working on the good faith 
of its non-restricted agents, pays show- 
ing acts, according to authentic sources, 
ilmost as much as these acts get when 
finally set on consecutive time.

Tt is too late now to get all messed up in rhetoric over causes. 
Autopsies might help to serve the ends of justice, but they are not 
meant, of course, to bring the dead back to life. 

We must face the facts. 

Under present conditions, there are too many mediocre artistes in 
the field. The invasion of talkies has cut down to an even greater ex- 
tent the number of theaters in which to book them. 

If every vaudevillian knew his real value as an artiste, the employ- 
ment sityation would be readily solved. There would be at least 5.000 
less smalltimers in the field—until booking conditions undergo some 


The trouble with many performers is that they think they are big- 
timers that are victims of discrimination. 
But all smalltimers have not the stuff 
that makes for success in their field. And the sooner they get wise to 
it, the better for themselves and their colleagues. 

This is an ideal time for performers to do plenty of thinking. The 
kindly booking offices are seeing to it that plenty of lay-off routes are 
laid out to provide these intervals of deep reflection.

Douglas Leavitt, who has always im- 
pressed us as a dead ringer in looks for 
the archaic Hallroom Boys of comic- 
strip fame, comes to the ace house with 
his altogether charming girl friend, Ruth 
Lockwood. And with them is a slightly 
altered semiunit of the type that has 
done them service in vaude. for some 
little time. We have an argument to 
pick with the guy who puts his okay 
on RKO billings. Leavitt and Lockwood 
are billed as “late stars of Sunny Days, 
Innocent Eyes, Gay Paree, The Student 
Prince and Take It From Me.” Now 
that’s not nice at all. Or maybe the 
billing expert has not yet learned the 
diff. between “star” and “feature”. 

This’ll make him think anyway. 

This is a pretty clever act, but not 
quite the stuff for the Palace, particu- 
larly at the rate the 47th street house 
has been going this season. Leavitt and 
Lockwood and their 21 frolickers should 
wow them, nonetheless, in the family 
houses. Their main insufficiency for 
real class dates is the terrible senility 
of their material. This phase is im- 
portant here because everything is sub- 
jugated to the standard bearers. They 
hog the works, and on this basis must 
take the burden of critical shellfire. 
Some of the gags they use many a 
small-time comedian would be reluctant 
to spill before a picked audience of 
morons. 

Aside from that Leavitt is a very 
funny fellow, and could be lots funnier 
than he impressed at this viewing with 
better material. Miss Lockwood is 42 
clever artiste and fits in with Leavitt's 
comicalities like no one else possibly 
can. The strongest support are Jones 
and Elliott, mixed stepping team. Their 
two routines reveal original ideas in 
staging and great dancing ability. There 
should be more of them, as might be 
said of Teddy Eddy, who helps Leavitt 
in several hilarious pieces of business, 
and Babs Day, a cute mite who helps 
along in the two blackouts and other 
things. The Hayden-Gloria Girls, evi- 
dently the same troupe caught with the 
old Leavitt-Lockwood act, do several in- 
teresting routines. Good musical back- 
ground is provided by the Teddy Hays 
Band, but again one notes that there 
is not enough of it. 

Just a little less Leavitt and Lockwood, 
a new lineup of gags, a few more spe- 
cialty people, and then they might jus- 
tifiably take this affair seriously as a 
big-time date contender. E. @. 8. 


Burke and Durkin 


Reviewed at Loew’s State. Style--

James Burke and Eleanor Durkin offer 
a conventional routine of chatter, songs 
and pianistics which they elevate to a 
distinctive entertainment realm by win- 
ning personalities and delivery style.

Some male dance teams deserve a 
better fate than to be submerged iden- 
tities in a ponderous unit or revue. 
There is keen competition in the field, 
but occasionally a pair of boys step out 
with exceptional routines who rate fea- 
ture billing as an act. Such a pair are 
Healy and Clifford, whirlwind tap spe- 
cialists, who rat-a-tat a number of clever 
pedal routines to good results. The 
boys work thruout in blue and gray 
sports suits and they deliver a brand of 
stepping that rings out clear and dis- 
tinct. 

Due to the policy of this house to play 
four shows the day they were caught 
(Saturday), they might have cut several 
numbers.

Not even an indirect attempt 
to attract audience sympathy, since the 
stumps of McAuliffe’s arms are covered 
by a white gcdf shirt.

Show-stopping teams of hoofers are 
becoming rather commonplace at the 
ace house. But King, King and King, 
who look enough alike to be brothers, 
are several paces ahead of most of their 
clan in appeal and—needless to remind 
one—they are a trio. Numbers add to 
impressiveness in the type of eccentric 
hoofing they do. While it might be 
stretching the point too far to suggest 
them as Palace topliners, an act of this 
type can most assuredly hold down fea- 
tured position on vaudefilm bills.

One of their 
routines in this delightful hodge podge 
is a version of taps beaten out with each 
in succession completing the unfinished 
beat of the lad working next to him. 
This number alone is worth a show- 
stop. After tying up the show in a knot 
in the deuce spot they gave more of their 
typical pedal eccentricities, working in 
this encore session without their com- 
po board, but impressing no less. Work 
is out of the question, but the Kings 
should command plenty of dough. If 
the sixth floor won't other less stubborn 
floors will.

There's class to three of the nine acts 
on this week’s bill. Most of the others 
are so spotty one wonders how come 
they were picked for a house supposed 
to rate among the topnotchers. 


The Hill Billies, featuring Art Hall— 
for no apparent reason—doubtless would 
go over big if they handed out the real 
hill-billy stuff. Three of ‘em do, but 
Hall, as the bellwether, overdoes the 
character so thoroly he makes it ludi- 
crously unconvincing.

Bobby May, in the deuce spot, started 
off with a harmonica number, then went 
into a routine of whirlwind juggling 
that had everybody keenly interested 
and put him over great. 

Conlin and Glass have a knockabout 
comedy routine different from their old 
act. Hoke in hunks, and some of it not 
s0 funny, tho the feminine half of the 
team evidently found it so—at least she 
laughed continuously. Over to fair 
returns. 

Frankie Heath, she of cake-walk gait 
and husky voice, did her familiar char- 
acter songs in the same old way and 
registered strong with the audience. 

The Pavley-Oukrainsky Ballet, differ- 
ing little from its last appearance here, 
is a gem of beauty and received deserved 
plaudits. 

Brems, Fitz and Murphy Bros. struck 
a@ responsive chord with some brief har- 
monizing. Their rough-and-tumble com- 
edy was funny in spots, with plenty of 
unnecessary vulgarity and horseplay of 
the small-time variety. 

Odette Myrtil, French star, got across 
nicely with a classy song routine, but 
was best liked in a pantomime number 
in which her violin playing was of chief 
interest. Mitzi Kish and Jules Waldeck 
assisted in this number and were well 
received. 

Jay C. Flippen was as J. C, Flippant 
as ever and hasn't yet been told that 
there is a censor on the circuit—or 
maybe there isn’t, judging by the 
amount of vulgarity that is getting by 
unchallenged.

One boy displays his virtuosity on the 
instrumental bottles with a clever rendi- 
tion of Liszt’s Second Hungarian Rhap- 
sody.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, October 5) 


One could hardly conclude that vaudeville is bad off, after catching this 
week's layout at the ace house. We're getting rather tired of hunting up super- 
latives for Palace shows since George Godfrey moved back into the sixth floor, but 
the winner gets the prize, even tho he already has a barrelful tucked away against 
a rainy day. This show is, withcut a doubt, the best all-round combination we 
remember having caught here. Too bad that business had to be a little off at this 
matinee, for which one can blame the Jewish New Year observance. 

SIX AMERICAN BELFORDS are in the opening frame and offer the most 
arresting exhibition of Risley work and tumbling on our mental record. Their 
three-high bits are truly sensational, and the three-ply bit, used as the finisher, is 
something worth walking several miles for, if you like that sort of thing. Don't 
shoot us if we're wrong, but something more than a hunch tells us that this is 
the same troupe that played Loew's State last week, billed as Six Lucky Boys. 
Doesn't make much difference anyway. 

BOB GORDON AND HARRY KING, hoofers, who have been used in the deuce 
spot often enough to get permanent rates, raised audience reaction to a high 
pitch with their clever work. Their personalities count no little toward getting 
them a show-stop rating. 

MONICA AND ANN SKELLY, billed as sisters of Hal Skelly, just about tore 
down the house in a perfect musical farce affair, What Price Society?, written by 
Lester Lee and Charley Levison. This act played the families last season under 
the title, Putting on the Ritz. It should have landed here long ago, but it is 
better in some respects that they waited. This is a greatly improved version, and 
the Misses Skelly impress as being on their way toward something big and won- 
derful. They have landed already in more ways than one, and Ann is a delicious 
little comedienne, a jewel in her own setting. Right smart material, shot full of 
laughs, tasteful mountings, and great support offered by an unbilled miss and 
Pat Whalen and Webster Taylor, appealing boy team. 

MOSS AND FRYE, that highly individual pair of dusky gabbers and occasional 
warblers, made a sensational impression. Their fine spotting had lots to do with 
it. The familiar team walloped over many morsels of new and strong business, and 
their nifties, of course, were received with just as much tumult as ever. 

GRACE HAYES AND NEVILLE FLEESON returned in their now familiar Song 
Photos act. This is just about the smartest two-act playing around here at this 
writing. Fleeson'’s special material fits in with Miss Hayes’ interpretations like a 
cap On a radiator. Some nifties, however, are blue enough to be killed after the 
first show. The Mae West impressicn is still tle laugh highlight of the routine. 


ARNOLD JOHNSON AND HIS MAJESTIC OF THE AIR ORCHESTRA closed 
the first half in a highly pleasing cycle of ensemble melody, warbling, novel 
comedy bits, and a very subtle plug for a radio set that’s not an RCA. When 
Johnson and his 14 boys played here some time ago, they introduced a clever 
comedy bit, described as “an impression of a quiet evening at home with a radio.” 
This bit is revived, and was received on this cccasion with no less enthusiasm. 
Some clever boys here, particularly the comical pianist and the warbling drummer. 
A striking feature of this outfit is its excellent musical foundation. By no means 
a combo to be considered for hold-over weeks, but a fine outfit, and an asset to 
any Palace show. 

CHARLES DERICKSON AND BURTON BROWN, team of mellifiuous-piped 
tenor and exceptional ivories artiste, are back after genuine triumphs abroad. Take 
it either as a piano act, with singing, or vice versa. Just as strong either way. 
Brown’s prolonged so’o session at the grand was given due reward in a hand 
that came close to a show stop—and this for a brace of piano solos. Derickson’s 
final warble, a highly dramatic rendering of Chloe, earned them a warm sendc ff. 

PAT ROONEY, MARION BENT AND THE INEVITABLE PAT ROONEY III 
play their first Palace date in what seems like ages, and are this time at the helm 
of a showmanly conglomeration of girl artistes, working along in revue style.

Held Up 


Stock and Figure May Be 


Responsible—Arranging 
New Offices 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—lInsiders in Para- 
mount who also profess to know that 
the Paramount-Warner deal has been 
closed for weeks are unable to figure the 
reason for delays in official announce- 
ment of the holding company, which is 
to be known as Paramount-Vitaphone 

Belief is expressed in various inner 
circles that the bad break in the stock 
market this week, which put all stocks 
against the wind, is partly responsible 
for holding up the official word on the 
merger, with Paramount wanting its 
stock to stand a little nearer 80, or at 
that figure, when announcement is made 
and stockholders notified that they can 
exchange their shares on the basis 
already figured out. 

That the stock must reach 80, aside 
from the basis of exchange in the War- 
ner merger, is a part of the agreement 
made with Saenger and other chains 
when they were purchased by Publix 
recently on an exchange of stock. The 
stock, then at 65, was guaranteed to 
these chains to reach 80, under the deal, 
by the first of the year. 

Some reports are that official an- 
nouncement cannot yet be made be- 
cause Washington has not given its 
official o. k. on the merger, but other 
reports, regarded also as authoritative, 
are that this approval has been given. 

That the Paramount-Warner deal (on 
the inside at least) is entirely set is 
partly evidenced by the shifting of 
offices already in the Paramount Build- 
ing, apparently to make room for in- 
coming Warner executives and holding: 
company chiefs. 

Two floors are being almost cleared 
and will be ready for occupancy in a few 
days. 

Publix departments on the eighth and 
ninth floors have been moved to the 
26th and 28th floors in the tower. This 
includes the entire Publix publicity 
department, filing departments and 
others. 

That this space will not be leased is 
considered a certainty with Paramount 
and Publix offices lying beneath and 
above it. Sam Katz, president of Publix 
has his office on the ninth floor and will 
remain there. Zukor, Lasky and Kent 
are on floors above, while other depart- 
ments are on the fifth and sixth floors.

Those who represented that negotia- 
tions were on and a tieup may be looked for, were unable to present anything 
definite in the way of information that William Fox and David Sarnoff were 


actually talking things over, but pointed 
to the fact that the RKO stock was 
taking a mice ride, holding its own 
beautifully, and that something in the 
way of a hookup with Fox was the 
reason. 

Insiders in RKO, from executives down, 
were buying the stock for a quick profit 
early in the week, maintaining the inside 
dope was that Fox and RKO were getting 
together. 

A two-point rise on Tuesday gave 
further circulation to the reports, with 
some maintaining even after news of a 
possible hookup with Pathe and Shu- 
bert, that William Fox was not asleep 
on the job so far as RKO is concerned. 

With the long-reported hcokup of

U.’s Sound Service 


Plan in 700 Houses 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Universal's Com- 
plete Sound Service plan for small ex- 
hibiters needing a break, which was 
Laemmle's system rather than the fran- 
chise plan of RKO and Tiffany-Stahl 
that broke first, is sewing up the inde- 
pendent accounts in great shape, from 
all reports. 

It is understood that there are around 
700 houses already sold on the Complete 
Sound Service, all getting the U. product 
on a flat rental basis. Im most cases 
programs for 47 weeks are furnished, but 
in others 52, depending on what the ac- 
count has played, is supplied. 

The Complete Sound Service is sold 
only to exhibitors in towns of 5,000 and 
under, with latitude allowed in the fix- 
ing of the flat rental, based on local 
conditions, opposition, etc. The ex- 
hibitor gets a complete show, including 
feature, two-reeler, cartoon, etc. The 
newsreel is not sold as part of the Com- 
plete Sound Service plan, owing to the 
special tieup U. has with various news- 
papers, resulting in the necessity of a 
separate contract if the news is also 
wanted 


With thousands of small accounts in 


the little towns and hamlets of the 
country panicky over the talkies and 
some closed because of inability to 
compete with neighboring cities having 
talkies, Laemmle's idea was to sew up as 
many of these accounts for sound prod- 
uct as possible thru his plan, making it 
possible for the little fellow to play sound 
on a basis that would show him a profit 
at the end of the week. 

The accounts are paying more under 
the Sound Service plan than under U.’s 
old Silent Service, and U. is making more 
off the accounts, with the same or ap- 
proximate ratio of profit being made by 
the indies thru sound as by their larger 
competitors. 

The strongest sales point to the ex- 
hibitor in towns of 5,000 population, un- 
der the Laemmle plan, is that the plan 
brings his house up to date on release, 
allowing him a better chance to jump 
the gross and cash in on the national 
newspaper and magazine advertising, ex- 
ploitation and promotion on new pic- 
tures. Formerly these houses would get 
Pictures from one to two years after 
date of general release with most all 
ballyhoo on them cold.

MUSIC CONTROL 
BY FILMS ANGLE 
IN WAR ON TAX 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7—Pressure on the music publishers in an effort to bring 
about the end 6f the music tax to exhibitors, or substantially reduce it, may be 


‘brought thru the Motion Picture Theater Owners of America. With many of the 


outstanding music publishers already a part of the motion picture industry thru 
tieups with producers, some controlled, in fact, and with others on the edge of 


film affiliations, M. J. O’Toole, secretary 
of the M. P. T. O..A., feels the time is 
propitious to move: for abolition of the 
tax. 

“We have set the machinery in motion 
to accomplish this and hope to be able 
to report at our annual convention in 
Memphis (October 29) that exhibitors 
will be relieved of the tax, or at least 
some substantial arrangement made, 
which will materially reduce it. The 
new owners of the music companies, be- 
ing in many instances exhibitors them- 
selves in conjunction with their produc- 
ing and distributing interests, will, no 
doubt, see the wisdom of taking all or 
nearly all of this burden off theater 
owners or at least go as far as their 
business position in the premises will 
permit. 

“This will save exhibitors generally 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
taxes a year which we always believed 
was unfairly levied.” 

Warner Bros., Fox, RKO, First Na- 
tional and other companies now have 
music publishing tieups, Warners alone 
controlling Harms and Witmarks. These 
producer-distributors own chains, which 
are members of the M. P. T. O. A., and 
as a result of the music tax. have to 
carry this “burden” the same as other 
theaters. That the producer-chain 
owners will co-operate with the 
M. P. T. O. A. in its fight against the 
tax, 1s confidently expected 

The music tax has ,long been a con- 
troversial issue among exhibitors, with 
efforts having been made at different 
sessions of Congress to so change the 
patent laws as to afford a proper measure 
of relief to exhibitors. This, however, 
led to complications of different kinds 
with no advantageous changes in the 
laws 

Court decisions gave the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers the necessary leeway to collect 
the tax and large sums went from the 
exhibitor to their coffers 

The making of pictures and the pro- 
duction of music as parts of the same 
concern can result in the reduction or 
abolition of the tax on exhibitors be- 
cause of the mutual interests involved, 
O'Toole believes

Theater Company, Inc., and Brookland 
Theater, Inc., of Richmond, and the 
Bluebird Theater of Petersburg against 
movie distributors having offices in 
Washington 

The plantiffs allege that the Sherman 
anti-trust laws have been violated in 
that the Washington Film Board of 
Trade made awards in favor of the de- 
fendants on disputed contracts and that 
the distributors, with whom they had 
contracts, forced them to deposit more 
than $5,700 before films were released to 
them for exhibition.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—According to the plans of the Film Boards of Trade 
there will be no more bad boys in the film business after the recent decision 


handed down by Federal Judge Thatcher 
their rulings were given a clean bill of health. 


in which the credit committees and 
It was learned from an authorita- 


tive source that in the future the exhibitor will be treated solely upon his past 


record. Those who have abided by Film 
Board rulings and have shown a desire 
to do the right thing where their credit 
was involved will be treated as in the 
past, while those who have taken issue 
and fought the various credit committees 
will find themselves pressed with the 
stringent rules that the credit committee 
code embodies and will have to live up 
to their contracts to the letter. 

Where an exhibitor is required by 
the credit committee to post bond it 
will be demanded in cash, while bonds or 
indorsements by other exhibitors will 
not be accepted. This was construed to 
mean that in case an exhibitor does not 
live up to his contract the distributor 
will have no difficulty in collecting the 
amount of film rentals involved. 

Credit committee rulings apply only to 
standard exhibition contracts and in no 
way affect a franchise holder's service. 
Should an exhibitor, who owns 24 
franchise, become film boarded and have 
servize suspended, he will still be served 
by the distributor who sold him his 
franchise without the distributor violat- 
ing the Film Board judgment. In cases 
where the exhibitor breaks his 
franchise and refuses to accept service 
from the distributor, whose franchise 
he owns, it will be impossible for the 
distributor to film board the exhibitor 
and the distributor’s only recourse will 
be thru civil action. 

In his decision upholding the credit 
committees, Judge Thatcher, in part, 
said: “There is no evidence of Oppression, 
no intent to drive out or exclude any- 
one from the business of exhibiting mo- 
tion pictures. The most serious com- 
plaint is that deposits in small amounts 
have been required from bona fide pur- 
chasers of motion picture theaters as 
security for the performance of new con- 
tracts, and this requirement insisted 
upon only if the new owner wished to 
make new contracts without assuming 
the old, has been employed to induce the 
new owner to assume and carry out the 
uncompleted contracts of the former 
owner. 

“The co-operation of creditors to this 
end was not illegal, and the agreement 


of the distributors for the protection of | 


their common interests to refrain from 
making new contracts without some 
security until fair and reasonable ad- 
justments should be made, was not un- 
reasonable in its restraint either upon 
the exhibitors or the distributors. 

“The defendants’ agreements,” Judge 
Thatcher concludes, “to demand security 
was fully justified by their common in- 
terests in persefving the interests’ in- 
tegrity of their contractual obligations 
Owing to them by others. Such restraints 
as may have resulted from what was 
done were incidental to this legitimate 
purpose, and therefore not unreasonable 
or unlawful.” 

The second action against Paramount 
et al.. which was also tried last March, 
‘s still under advisement. This case 
centers around the standard exhibition 
contract and the legality of block 
booking.

Not a special. Viewed as a program 
feature, however, Young Nowheres 
stands up satisfactorily and should 
please the average exhibitor booking it 
as such, but if expecting a $2 picture 
in this new Dick Barthelmess all-talkie, 
anticipations will fall a little short.

Unwinding slowly and deliberately, 
with most all of the shots centering on 
Barthelmess and Miss Nixon, who must 
do at least 90 per cent of the dialog, a 
romance among the poor is told with 
considerable sympathy and understand- 
ing. Malnutrition took Annie to the 
hospital, but when she got out on 
Christmas Eve Albert had it all fixed up 
to bring her to the apartment of a man, 
away on a long vacation, in the building 
where he worked, so that they might 
have at least one evening together in 
comfort. Albert had prepared a little 
dinner and put up a little yule tree, 
thinking his innocent efforts to please 
Annie could not come to any wrong. 
The owner of the layout (Anders Ran- 
dolph), who is tougher than most peo-

Growth of the Soil, authored by Knut 
Hamsun, is the tale of a man of about 
60 who goes into an unknown region 
to settle and marry. Besides discovering 
copper, which eventually makes him 
wealthy, his only proclivity seems to bs 
in producing offsprings, the couple hav- 
ing one every other sequence and for 
no apparent reason. The mother finally 
kills one of her brood and is sent to 
prison, where for some unknown reason 
she has yet another child. She is re- 
leased and upon her return home starts 
again with her husband to defeat the 
birth-control movement. 

It is evident that in its book form 
Growth of the Soil was a very fascinat- 
ing novel, but as a silent picture it its 
just so much time and effort wasted.

Lacking all the fancy photography and 
distracting features that usually accome- 
pany a foreign-made production, Black- 
mail proves to be one of the best pic- 
tures that has yet been imported to 
America. Except for a few minutes of a 
slow beginning the picture holds its 
audience with a dramatic intensity that 
few American productions during the 
current season have equaled. 

The story of Blackmail is that of a 
detective’s sweetheart who performs the 
indiscretion of going to an artist’s apart- 
ment late at night. The artist is killed 
after attacking the girl, who has stabbed 
him with a knife. A blackmailer enters 
the picture, and he later turns out to be 
the real murderer, so the piece ends 
with the detective and his girl friend 
happily together. 

The direction of Alfred Hitchcock 
is inconsistent in parts, with a letter 
left to the artist which the police 
read several times without letting the 
audience know its contents, but, as a 
whole, the job is very well done.

At the Rialto 

The latest of the prevalent back-stage 
musica] films, while no great shakes as 
to originality of story, is handled with 
such fine directorial skill by George Ab- 
bott, and so cleverly exploits the per- 
sonalities of the two black-face stars, 
Moran and Mack, subbilled as usual the 
Two Black Crows, that the production 
results in a howling success for all those 
concerned with its making.

Even this 
sequence is expertly handled and ends 
the story on a swell gag from which the 
title is taken, Why Bring That Up?, 
spoken by the collapsing Mack to his 
now atoning buddy, Moran. 

Again we have the petty problems 
of small-town vaudevillians on parade 
starting with the two-timing Betty, 
whose jilted boy friend goes on a jag. 
This leaves the little Moran without a 
partner until he finds Mack slinging 
hash in a beanery. They team up and 
after five years become Broadway head- 
liners. But the villainous Betty bobs 
up again and plays the gullible Moran 
for all he’s worth, until he realizes he’s 
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being a sucker. The girl has also caused 
his pal to be knocked unconscious and 
the now broken but wiser Moran revives 
his partner by reciting the cue about 
their famous gag of the early worm. 

The Two Black Crows are funny as 
ever and do several of their skits with 
devastating laugh results. Happily their 
gags and material are fresh and peculiar- 
ly their own. Evelyn Brent makes an 
attractive gold digger as only she can. 


Harry Green, as the Yiddish dialect 
manager, is well cast. Picture should 
prove a box-office winner if ever there 
was one, S. M., S&S. 


“Disraeli” 
(WARNER BROS.VITA) 
At the Warner 

A thoroly enjoyable picture that should 
discover for itself a wider appeal than 
oven Warner Bros. may have originally 

icipated for it, has been evolved out 
of the beloved Louis N. Parker play, with 
George Arliss, who created the central 
role on the stage, playing it superbly 
on the talking screen. 

Any fear that Arliss’ English accent 
and his frequent proclivity to talk fast, 
with modulations in his voice that or- 
dinarily might be lost by Vitaphone, may 
be dissipated entircly. Seen in a Fox 
short several months ago, the English 
actor’s voice was almost so much jargon, 
but in Disraeli practically all trace of 
inaudibllity has been lost. 

The Parker play, as done by Warners, 
is delightful entertainment for the 
masses principally —and naturally — be- 
cause of the smooth, finished and artis- 
tic performance given by Arliss as the 
Prime Minister in the Jate 18th Century 
who finally bought the Suez Canal for 
England in the face of carefully plotted 
opporition from Russia. His savoir faire, 
easy manner, personality and ability 
make him and the part he plays in 
Disraeli something to be remembered 
fondly. With anyone else playing the 
canny Disraeli of the percipient mind, 
charming sense of humor and quizzical 
smile, the picture couldn’t be much. 

The material itself is not the sort of 
thing followers of the Clara Bow pic- 
tures and Elinor Glyn stories will go 
into raptures over, but its natural in- 
terest, including the romance involved, 
together with the sureness with which 
Arliss holds the attention, makes the 
talkie a sure bet most anywhere. 

Tho related to an incident in English 
history, it is unimportant whether the 
playwright or scenarist, yea, even dialog 
writer, have colored it for the screen. 
It still is interesting picture fare. 

Florence Arliss plays Lady Beacons- 
field, and Joan Bennett the charming 
Lady Clarissa, whose romance with Lord 
Deeford (Anthony Bushell) is fathered 
by Disraeli. Bushell is ultra-British in 
his interpretation of a difficult role 
and, eltho he doesn’t always picture too 
well, his is a sincere, well done part. 
David Torrence and Ivan Simpson have 
minor roles. 

As director, Alfred E. Green has done 
nobly.

“Salute” 
(FOX-MOVIETONE) 
At the Roxy 

Someone even at this late stage in the 
game thought that a story built around 
an army and navy football game would 
be a splendid idea, and the Fox moguls 
agreed, producing the yarn Tristram 
Tupper and John Stone wrote, with 
James Kevin McGuinness supplying the 
dialog. In order to build up greater

wouldn't and couldn’t be much. 

The appeal of Janet Gaynor and 
Charles Farrell in a story giving another 
but not altogether interesting slant on 
the old Cinderella tale is vested largely 
in the good tunes they sing and the 
manner in which they figure in the 
comedy sequences, some of which are 
unusually good. Miss Gaynor speaks and 
sings well, but can look to former pic- 
tures as greater triumphs. The same is 
true of Farrell, whose voice is a trifle 
more impressive than is Miss Gaynor’s. 

Sunnyside Up is the story of the little 
East Side girl who yearned fcr a young 
Long Island swain and all of a sudden 
discovered him in her room. He had 
tired, as most all rich young men don't, 
of the upper stratum of society, and had 
wandered into Yorkville, getting himself 
into an accident so that he could con- 
veniently be carried up to our heroine’s 
epartment. 

She agrees to sing for him at a coming 
charity affair and to make love for him 
in ordér to arouse the jealousy of the 
girl he loved. The ending is inevitable 
and can be guessed approximately after 
the second reel of the picture. 

The conedy element in Sunnyside Up, 
together with the good songs, makes it 
enjoyatle entertainment, the banal, 
wishy-washy story to the contrary not- 
withstanding. At least two of the songs 


should have good sales on music 
counters.

This finely wrought story of mother 
sacrifice and divorce scandal has been 
directed with such feeling and intelligent 
understanding for both the camera and 
dialog medium that it comes close to 
being a perfect talking picture.

G. Adolfi has fashioned an expert piece 
of screen art in this Warner effort, and 
the natural and unassuming manner in 
which he has so successfully fused action 
with speech designates him as one of 
the few directors so far able to achieve 
this much wanted and needed technical 
union. No doubt one can point to 
discrepancies in the continuity, which 
allows the plot to proceed logically and 
calmly to its climax and then lets it 
falter badly and unconvincingly in the 
final outcome. Again several situations 
of essential story value hinge rather 
weakly, on unrelated coincidental cir- 


cumstances. These minor faults, tho, 
cannot surely harm the picture which 
offers such intelligent entertainment and 
interesting treatment. 

Pauline Frederick has fortunately 
covered from her lisping spell that 
marred her performances in previous 
talkies and here is in perfect voice and 
emctiona!l form. Lowell Sherman is the 
polished rake whose unsuccessful at- 
tempt to compromise her brings on her 
divorce and ostracism He acts well, 
but in a too-matter-of-fact fashion.

Okla. Tag Problem | 
Is Finally Settled 


Tent shows playing Oklahoma may 
now enter the State with their cars and 
trucks without purchasing Oklahoma 
license tags, provided they remain no 
longer than 60 days, according to word 
just received from J. M. Clark, field 
manager of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of Oklahoma, who took up 
the fight for the tent-show managers at 
the request of Leo Blondin and other 
tent-show owners playing that State 

Clark’s letter to The Billboard, the 
contents of which are self-explanatory, 
reads as follows: 

“The Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of Oklahoma has been requested 
by several migratory amusement organi 
zations to use its good offices in the 
solution of the auto tax problem as it 
affected trucks owned and operated by 
same intrastate, with licenses issued 
in distant States. 

“Leo Blondin, a tent-show man, has 
been the most constant remonstrator 
against this particular piece of legisla- 
tion. The law referred to made it 
obligatory for all automobiles and trucks 
used for commercial purposes entering 
Oklahoma to procure immediately an 
Oklahoma license plate. 

“Exceptions have been taken by truck 
owners passing thru Oklahoma and show 
organizations stopping in Oklahoma to 
make a week or two stand. 

“Thru the efforts of the Oklahoma 
State Chamber of Commerce this law 
has since been interpreted to apply only 
to commercial cars and trucks used for 
the barter and sale of merchandise. 
thereby eliminating the requirement of 
show organizations to procure a license 
tag plate without being able to take 
advantage of the 60-day visitors’ privi- 
lege now granted to all cars equipped 
with foreign State license plates.”

Col. W. I. Swain’s Python Story 


(George N. French, in New Orleans Times-Picayune) 


Col. W. I. Swain, old-time showman of 
the Barnum tradition and a member of 
the staff of Governor Theodore G. Bilbo 
of Mississipri, dropped into New Orleans 
last week long enough to smile wryly at 
the gigantic businass institution of the 
present-day circus and to explain the 
correct method of crating and shipping 
that most puissant of snakes, the python. 

The colonel has other ideas, too. A 
wealth of them. He can tell why 
elephants walk so slowly and why their 
trunks are flung along the path in front 
of them. But he was ful! of python this 
day. “That snake is my story,” he said, 
“and I'm going to stick to it.” 

The colonel’s hair is white and his 
clothes are the genteel black of the 
mid-McKinley period. His linen seems 
an alloy to make white whiter. His 
bow tie of white was knotted carelessly 
enough not to conceal a diamond col- 
lar button. 

His face has a priestly, clean-shaven 
beauty. Addison Sims, of Seattle, 
might easily say: “There but for the 
grace of God gees John Bull or A. 
Mitchell Palmer or Phineas Taylor 
Barnum, the Bridgeport lad himself” 

But the colonel is too distinctive a 
personality himself to look too much 
like anyone else. 

“Now, of course, you know that the 
way to a python’s heart is a can of 
warm milk—” the colonel began, but 
stopped. 

The colonel’s bulky, magnificent brow 
began to function. “It’s funny,” he in- 
terjected after further contraction of the 
brow, “that warm milk gives me pause. 
Can it be, by any chance, that that old 
circus man, who kept that place in the 


square here a few years ago, is he still 
in business, by any chance?” 

The interview was temporarily ad- 
journed. But the circus man had folded 
up his tent. “It’s a tragedy,” the colonel 
said. He smiled gloriously upon the cir- 
cus man’s successor. The interview was 
resumed. 

“Ah,” the colonel continued, “we were 
speaking of warm milk. Yes, so we were. 
Get this straight, in case you ever have 
to move a python: 

“In order to move a python from sea- 
coast towns to the interior upon their 
arrival by boat it is necessary to send a 
trained man after the python. Now a 12- 
foot python, six months after eating, is 
very slender, but powerful. He can be 
placed in an especially constructed box, 
steel lined, and stored under an ordinary 
Pullman seat like a lurge suitcase.” 

The colonel paused to ask a light for 
a cigar that sported the most utterly 
magnificent cigar band this reporter has 
ever seen. 

“I come now to the meat of my snake 
story,” he pronounced impressively. “A 
certain circus man was advised by wire- 
less, relayed by telegraph, that a South 
American firm had shipped a python to 
New Orleans not so long ago. The wire 
referred to the python as a ‘jazz-bo’, 
which is the trade name for that par- 
ticular curiosity. Well, he came to New 
Orleans, boarded the ship and weaned 
the python into his specially constructed 
steel box with a can of warm milk. He 
left New Orleans that day with the 
snake for another Southern city. 

“The next morning the train stopped 
at still another Southern city and the

His violin-playing specialty 
runs the gamut from jazz comedy to 
operatic classics. 

Gladys Clark, a blond beauty, with en- 
trancing personality plus pep, ex- 
traordinary talent and ability. leaves 
nothing te be desired in a featured fem, 
that equals any on the circuit when it 
comes to a parade of personality, and 
excels many when it comes to talent and 
ability that enables her to read lines 
fluently and effectively as a master of 
ceremonies, humoring ber lines in scenes 
for evoking laughter, singing sweetly in 
specialties, and in leading numbers, and 
standing out distinctly as the master of 
piano, concertina-accordion and clari- 
net, in an instrumental specialty. Miss 
Clark differs from many featured fems, 
for the reason that she apparently effaces 
herself with an unassuming modesty ad- 
mirable in giving way to her coworkers 
in scenes and ensembles. 


Johnny Crosby, with his realistic. ar- 
tistic interpretation and portrayal of a 
comic a la Italian, has an inimitable 
makeup and apparent natural manner- 
ism, set off to good advantage by frequent 
changes of comedy clothes, and a line of 
wop patter, supplemented by an original 
interpolated laugh that makes him an 
aggressive and capable cocomic to Green.

Lester Mack, a classy-clothed juvenile 
straight man, with a distinctive emphatic 
delivery of lines in dialog, is an aggres- 
sive feeder to the comics in many scenes, 
and as a characterized cop humors his 
lines for burlesquing purposes in other 
scenes, supplementing with singing in a 
quartet and ensembles. 

Bessie Divies, a slender, stately brunet 
ingenue, with flirty eyes and an in-

Since the opening of the season. Girls 
From the Follies has been heralded on 
Columbia Corner as being something ex- 
traordinary for Mutual Circuit shows, 
therefore we fully expected it to out- 
class all previous Mutual productions and 
presentations at the Columbia, and it out- 
classed all our expectations, for it proved 
to be the classiest and apparently 
the most costly production and presenta- 
tion that we have ever seen on the 
Mutual Circuit. 

There were so many distinctive fea- 
tures in the produc‘ion and presentation 
that we cannot do them full justice in 
the space allotted to tMis review. Suffice 
it to say that, barring a few personal 
movements cn the part of the comics 
toward the fems that can and should be 
elminated, and a little more camouflaging 
in their use of double-entendre in their 
clever comedy, there wasn't a flaw. 

A more competitive, congenial, co- 
operative company has never been seen 
or bkeard in burlesque. 

The most distinctive feature of the 
entire presentation in our personal 
opinion is the notable development in 
the personality, diversified talent and 
ability of Gladys Clark. 


We recall the first time we reviewed 
this fascinating girl as a principal in 
Round the Town, at the Prospect Thea- 
ter. New York, in the spring of 1925, 
when we conceded her to be a talented, 
able singing and dancing soubret, but by 
no stretch of our imagination could we 
see her at that time as we did at the 
Monday ma‘*tinee at he Columbia, only a 
step acroas the street from Broadway, for 
the Gladys Clark of today has all the 
esseatials for a Broadway show. More 
power to her mentor, Ed. J. Ryan. 

Another outstanding feature was the 
excellence of the performance of Lester 
Mack, straight man, who stepped into 
the presentation without a rehearsal on 
Tuesday preceding our review. 

Last, but far from being the least, was 


the musical direction of Ben Bergman, 
company leader, who evidenced his 
ability by an aggressive yet modified di- 
rection of the Columbia Theater orches- 
tra, which entered into the spirit of the 
occasion by blending harmoniously with 
Bergman’s direction of the singers and 
dancers on the stage. 

I. H. Herk, given 48 similar productions 
and presentations, could discard many 
of the undersirable houses now on his 
circuit and replace them with others 
having a Broadway clientele.

Connie St. Claire, an attractive blonde 
with classical features, flirty eyes, an in-

Vaudeville’s Prestige 


IS an acknowledged axiom that 
there are fashions in art—fashions 
which make one particular form of 
expression popular today and unpopular 
tomorrow. Less familiar, it seems, is the 
fact that there are arts in fashion, as 
well as arts not in fashion. Lithography, 
for instance, since its discovery by 
Senefelder 130 years ago, has passed thru 
alternating periods of popularity and 
neglect on the part both of the public 
and of the artists. Etching and water 
color have also had a rather checkered 
career. But the most remarkable in- 
stance of the influence of fashion we 
find in the recent history of the ballet. 
In the first decade of this century the 
stage ballet was regarded as a routine- 
ruled form of art, compounded mostly 
of acrobatics and entirely deficient in 
the creative spirit. The romantic revolu- 
tion in the dance started by Isadora 
Duncan, Ruth Dennis and a few others 
voiced the resentment of the cultured 
sections of the public with this state of 
the classical ballet, but the latter re- 
mained unaffected and continued to hold 
its position somewhere on the fringe of 
the aesthetic consciousness of the period. 
Then in 1909 Serge Diaghileff, whose 
lamented death has just been recorded, 
opened his first season of Russian ballet 
in Paris and the startled world suddenly 
realized that ballet, even classical Italian 
ballet, was not at all dead, but merely 
slumbering, and that higher artistic 
standards and inspired leadership were 
enough to awaken it to a new life. 

One recalls these facts in speaking of 
vaudeville, since today vaudeville is not 
in fashion. It is blighted by artistic 
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decay to a degree that threatens its 
popularity even with its not very exact- 
ing patrons of today. In spite of the 
50,000 vaudeville artists in this country, 
the programs even in the leading Ameri- 
can theaters seldom contain more than 
one or two really satisfying numbers. 
The rest are the veriest junk, which only 
the utter degradation of vaudeville 
standards has permitted to be performed. 
The criticism will doubtless seem harsh 
to those who regard the situation from 
the point of view of the immediate in- 
terests of the profession. The trouble 
is that vaudeville has lost “class” as an 
art form, and this is only one step re- 
moved from ultimately losing itself. 


The situation in which vaudeville is 
found today is not devoid of irony. Here 
is, by the standards it maintains, the 
lowliest form of stage entertainment, and 
yet fundamentally it is the highest of 
them all—a form of theatrical art richly 
fragrant with the glorious aroma of the 
theater, and, moreover, the only one that 
is capable of withstanding the onslaught 
of the talking picture. The rivalry be- 
tween the stage and the screen may 
bring about certain commercial develop- 
ments favoring the former or the latter, 
probably within the next few years. The 
artistic rivalry, however, the competition 
of quality, of merit, is certain to take a 
much longer time to reach the critical 
phase, and then the choice will lie not 
between the actor in the flesh and the 
actor in the shadow, but between the art 
of direct and personal appeal to the 
audience and the art of indirect and 
non-personal appeal. It will be realized 
that the modern dramatic stage, domi- 
nated largely by the desire to create a 
picture of life on the stage boards which 
carries the imagination into a world 
beyond the theater, will find in the im- 
proved talking picture (perfect speech, 
stereoscopic and color effects, and so on) 
an antagonist endowed with incompa- 
rably greater technical resources for 
creating that very illusion of a life exist- 
ing outside the theater. There will be 
One weapon, however, which will never 
be found in the armory of the talking 
picture—the power of direct and per- 
sonal appeal to the audience which today 
distinguishes the art of vaudeville more 
than any other form of stage entertain- 
ment. It will be, therefore, as the 
protagonist of this persona! dramatic art, 
as against the impersonal art of the 
legitimate stage, that vaudeville is des- 
tined to play the decisive part in the 
final struggle between the stage and the 
screen. 


There ts still, then, the possibility of a 
great future for vaudeville provided it 
can raise its standards to a level com- 
monly accepted in other arts. Will it 
do so? The powers that be in the vaude- 
ville world may well ponder over the fact 
that the policy of playing down to the 
uncultivated tastes of the audience is 
bound to defeat its own ends, for with 
a little more backsliding there will be 
finally no vaudeville left. On the other 
hand, they must overcome their fear of 
the so-called high-brow art. Surely the 
devil is not as black as he is painted 
One recalls again the Diaghileff baNet 
It would be difficult to imagine anything 
more highbrow from the standpoint of 
democratic vaudeville than this old art 
of kings and princes decked out in the 
ultra modernistic trimmings of Mont- 
parnasse. And yet, just so embellished. 
the Diaghileff ballet drew the high and 
the low to the London Coliseum, as one 
of the acts of a vaudeville program, for 
two months every season during a period 
of several years. 


So incredibly backward, so inert and 
self-complaisant has vaudeville been all 
these years that it was never for a mo- 
ment disturbed by the stirring events in 
all the other arts which, since the begin- 
ning of this century, have revolutionized 
our very concept of beauty. The vaude- 
ville stage platform today is the survival 
of the early 19th Century theater. Even 
more than the stage of the modern 
legitimate theater it betrays no effort to 
provide a physical foundation, a pedestal, 
a rostrum, for a frank display of the per- 
former's talents Vaudeville’s attempts 
at pictorial effects are usually of the good 
old late Victorian type and, if modern, 
shriek with the vulgarity of the cheap 
magazine covers. In music it still clings 
to jazz and sentimental songs. The 
whole atmosphere of the American 
vaudeville today is compounded of rou- 
tine effort and second-rate talent. It is 
time that vaudeville woke up. Other- 
wise it will share the fate of many an- 
other pastime that has been outlived 
and no longer satisfies—ALEXANDER 
BAKSHY, in The Nation.

When the Theater Was in Its Glory 


HE richest period of the American 
theater was that between 1885 and 
1905. The glorification of that 
period by those who enjoyed it may 


not be discounted by intimating 
“prejudice of memory”. The growth 
of the theater up to and into 


this period was slow, but constant, 
and the American stage had its greatest 
flowering just before disintegration, due 
to various causes, set in. In view of 
present diturbed conditions and the un- 
certainty as to what the future may be, 
but also in the abiding hope that out of 
the talking pictures and the surviving 
spoken drama we shall some day have at 
least a part restoration of the theater 
to its traditional place, it may be inter- 
esting to go back to that period when 
the theater was a center of cultural in- 
terest in, every city. 

The best school of training this coun- 
try ever has produced was that of the 
old stock company. Out of that school 
came nearly all the distinguished play- 
ers of the last 15 years of the 19th cen- 
tury. Some of these players had been 
traveling stars, going from city to city 
and appearing with the local companies. 
Then came the practice of organizing 
companies for the stars and sending 
them on the road. , But it was not until 
years of experience with road companies 
and portable productions that this new 
method of presentation had reached its 
highest stage of development. Indeed, 
it was thru the influence of Steele 
Mackaye, a genius in stage lighting and 
direction, and Lawrence Barrett, a pio- 
neer in the elaborate staging and ex- 
pensive casting of classic plays, that 
this development was reached. Barrett 
Was influenced greatly by Henry Irving, 
whose American presentation of Faust 
was only the beginning of a series of re- 
markable productions. Barrett followed 
and many others followed Barrett. 


There is no set of producers or actors 
to fit into the whole of this time, some 
carrying into it a few years, some going 
thru it and others making their appear- 
ance near the end. But within those 
20 years we had such producers as A. M.

Palmer, Augustin Daly, Steele Mackaye, 
Daniel Frohman, Charles Frohman, Al! 
Hayman, David Belasco, Klaw and Er- 
langer, Charles Nirdlinger and numerous 
producers of light opera, which had a 
tremendous vogue. Public appreciation 
had reached its greatest height. Attrac- 
tions were widely diversified. We had 
the classics, standard plays, modern 
dramas, comedies, melodramas, reper- 
toires of opera, beautifully staged, and 
the gorgeous spectacles of David B. Hen- 
derson. 


The languishing American drama be- 
gan to look up, bringing forth such 
playwrights as Bronson Howard, James 
A. Herne, Steele Mackaye. Augustus 
Thomas, Clyde Fitch, David Belasco, Wil- 
liam Gillette and Charles Hoyt, who in- 
spired many other American writers who 
since have contributed still more gener- 
ously, if in a different manner, to Ameri- 
can dramatic literature 


Carried over into this period were the 
public careers of Booth, Barrett, Mary 
Anderson, John McCullough, William E. 
Sheridan, James E. Murdoch, Mme. 
Janauschek, Mme. Modjeska, Clara Mor- 
ris, Joseph Jefferson, William J. Florence, 
John T. Raymond, Nat Goodwin, Dion 
Boucicault, Mrs. Gilbert, Fanny Daven- 
port, Stuart Robson, Rose Coghlan and 
Lewis Morrison. Covering all or most of 
it were John Drew, Richard Mansfield, 
William H. Thompson, Robert Mantell, 
Ada Rehan, Mrs. Fiske, Julia Marlowe, 
E. H. Sothern, Maude Adams, William 
H. Crane, William Gillette, James O'Neill, 
Mrs. Thomas Whiffen, William Faver- 
sham, Henry Miller, Georgia Cayvan, Vi- 
ola Allen, Otis Skinner, Charles Cogh- 
lan, Henrietta Crosman, Lillian Russell, 
Wilton Lackaye, Robert Edeson, Effie 
Shannon, Herbert Kelcey, May Robson, 
John Mason, Mrs. Lester Carter, James 
K. Hackett, David Warfield, Julia Arthur, 
Margaret Anglin, Blanche Bates, Arnold 
Daly, Lionel Barrymore and many others 
of notable accomplishment. 


All but a few of these were in their 
prime within the two decades in ques- 
tion. There was rivalry among produc- 
ers, and the result was remarkably 
rounded casts. We were not accustomed 
in those days to be concerned only with 
the names in black type, if any, but to 
follow down to find who was playing 
the lesser parts, even the “bits”. It 
was not uncommon to have such casts 


as that of the Charles Frohman company 
in Sowing the Wind, which included 
Viola Allen, Henry Miller, Robert Ede- 


son, William Faversham, William 4H. 


Thompson, W. H. Compton, May Robson 
and George Backus. 

In the way of opera, we had frequent 
visits of the Metropolitan under the 
management of Grau and later that of 
Conried. There also were touring grand 
opera companies of various degrees of 
competence, with that of Emma Abbott 
outstanding in popularity. As to comic 
opera, we had the Bostonians year after 
year, as we had DeWolf Hopper and his 
organization; companies headed by Fran- 
cis Wilson, Frank Daniels, Frank Moulin, 
William T. Carleton, Alice Nielsen, Jef- 
ferson De Angelis, Lillian Russell, Della 
Fox, Pauline Hall, Fritzi Scheff and Louis 
Harrison, and there were the Duff and 
McCall companies. 

There was romance in the theater of 
that time. Not only the romance of the 
opera, but that of Dumas, D’Ennery, 
Bulwer, Shakespeare and that of other 
European writers of picturesque dramas, 
and that of current American authors. 
There are those who scoff at the roman- 
tic plays of 30 years ago, saying they 
were artificial. Perhaps they were. The 
sword, cloak and plumed hat, however, 
represented a period when love was dar- 
ing and had something to challenge. 
The theater was made in part for ro- 
mance, for the world loves things ro- 
mantic. What have we in place of this 
“artificial” entertainment of the past? 

The theater of this richest period was 
really national in its character. A cen- 
ter of population like Kansas City could 
count on the best the country produced 
and within a comparatively short time 
of original production in New York or 
elsewhere. Indeed, original runs often 
were forced at a loss in order to give 
the productions prestige for the road, 
where the profits were likely to be made. 
The cost of transportation for large or- 
ganizations had not become prohibitive. 


The theater then was a center of cul- 
ture that it probably never will be again 
in the same degree. There were no 
motion pictures. There was so vaude- 
ville until the latter part of the period. 
There was no phonograph for every 
home. The radio had not come. The 
motor car did not compete. The theater 
Was a social center, where a part of the 
enjoyment was the community spirit 
that manifested itself. 

Those whose business it was to write 
of the theater had inspiration in much 
of that which they reviewed. They had 
contact artistically and personally with 
many who graced the stage and illu- 
mined the art of acting and the art of 
singing. Those who enjoyed this notable 
period may be forgiven if they dwell 
upon it gratefully and with regrets. If 


Serious Plays and Censorship 


An unusual suggestion to evade the 
embarrassments of censorship has been 
made by the playwright, John Van 
Druten. He is, of course, against cen- 
sorship, but recognizes the hopelessness 
of trying to get rid of it entirely. To 
make things easier for “the serious play- 
wright with something to say” he pro- 
poses that dramatic productions be di- 
vided into two classes—one subject to 
the ordinary rules, the other to be free 
of censorship except that the public 
is to be warned that it enters the the- 
ater at its own peril. 


Obviously he meant peril to morals. 
Prepare to blush, all ye that enter here. 
So often the playwright with something 
serious to say wants to talk about sex. 
Not many writers take the subject 
lightly. If it is a joke, perhaps it ts 
on them, for they do not seem to see it. 

The practical difficulties standing in 
the way of Van Druten’s plan are nu- 
merous. Every writer of bedroom farce, 
of naughty lyrics, of black-out skits. 
every producer with a Diamond Lil or a 
glorious galaxy of beautiful girls up his 
sleeve would offer his entertainment in 
the class to be inspected by the public 
at its peril. 

To intelligent adult playgoers the 
perils of boredom are greater than those 
of shame. They have learned by bitter 
experience that most of the question- 
able plays make them blush more deep- 
ly at their folly in wasting money on a 
dull show than at the doubtful dialog.— 
New York Times.

The Action Takes Place in the Home of 
Dona Marciala and Don Evaristo. 

It is a slow, stolid vehicle that brings 
Otis Skinner back to Broadway. A Hun- 
dred Years Old, adapted from the 
Spanish, 18 a windy play with but the 
vaguest sort of story to hold it together. 
Indeed, without the aid of such an out- 
standing star as Skinner it is hard to see 
how it couid get anywhere. 

Briefly, the action centers around the 
birthday celebration of Papa Juan, who 
is rounding out a full century. His 
family from all about the countryside 
are invited. They include rich and poor, 
good and bad, and included are children, 
grandchildren and great grandchildren. 
It is easy to see how such a static theme 
might allow for much philosophizing and 
oversentimentality. That is precisely 
what A Hundred, Years Old does. 

While there is a refreshing sweetness 
about this comedy of old age, which is 
spotlessly clean, it is so ponderously slow 
in playing that much of its effectiveness 
is lost. One waits thru three talky acts 
for something to happen, but the wait 
is in vain. James Whale, who directed, 
undoubtedly has done all that is possible 
to give movement and fluidity to the 
play. It has been a hopeless task. 

Suffice to say that Skinner gives a 
glowing performance as “he centenarian, 
but even at that the role is hardly up 
to his talents. It gives him very little 
opportunity to get his teeth into any- 
thing. There are no outstanding scenes, 
little emotional opportunities and but a 
minimum of pungent lines. 

The supporting cast is excellent and 
Whale has done an excellent piece of 
casting. Particularly good are Hardie 
Albright and Mary Arbenz, who carry the 
youthful love:interest. If at times they 
appear to be too Wishywashy and over- 
sentimental it can be laid to the sugary 
q'iulities of the writing. Miss Arbenz is 
most attractive and it is to be hoped 
that Broadway will ree more of her work 
in a part better suited to her talent. 

Octavia Kenmore does some outstand- 
ing work in a most unsympathetic as- 
signment and Katherine Grey and Fred 
Tiden are pleasantly effective in their 
roles Mary Howard, also new to the 
Broadway theater, shows possibilities. 
Arthur Lewis, Georgia Harvey, Veronica 
Rey, Gerald Hamer and Charles Dalton 
are smooth and well fitted to the re- 
quirements of their parts. Dalton is par- 
ticularly good. 

The single setting by James Whale is 
excellent. A Hundred Years Old is a 
well mounted and beautifully played 
ecmedy, but the flimsy story can hardly 
carry the burden.

The wife, however, happens to be 
the only daughter of Jonathan Chase, a 
mysterious character who never reaches 
the stage, but is the mest powerful 
financier politically inclined in the city— 
which it appears, from the telephone ex- 
changes employed in the dialog, to be 
New York. But another woman, Angela 
Bannerman, has always loved Stewart, 
but lacked the courage to marry him. 
Her aged husband dies, and she returns 


to claim her lover. An impossible scene 
follows, and Mrs. Bannerman is shot 
thru the back. She dies. Mrs. Stewart— 


Vina Chase—assumes the blame to pro- 
tect Mary Lane, the orphaned sister of 
Stewart’s dead pal, with whom he 
struggled in tougher days. Vina is ac- 
quitted, and returns to Stewart to tell 
him she is going to Europe, and that 
some day he will wake up to the great 
consuming love he has ignored. As the 
final curtain falls, Stewart realizes Mary's 
love for him. 

Glenda Farrell as Vina Chase takes 
everything the play has to offer. She is 
a wisecracking, sophisticated daughter of 
wealth, who tock what she wanted when 
she saw it. Her presentation of the part 
is well done. Miss Farrell is a fine ac- 
tress. There are no other parts worth 
mentioning in the piece. Guido Nadzo 
does not get a chance. An opportunity to 
turn in a good performance was offered 
Philip Heege as the detective, and who is 
to be blamed for the impossible one 
given is unknown. It is the usual slam- 
bang-full-of-hokum-detective that is al- 
ways seen in fiction and rarely in reality. 
Jane Kim makes her bow as a dramatic 
actress. Miss Kim has ability, but it 
needs to be developed. Her voice is ex- 
cellent, but her expression of emotion is 
awful. 

The one set by Pogany is the best 
thing in the show. It is a modernistic 
bachelor apartment that is interesting 
and furnished many of the audience with 
ideas for interior decoration.

Sophie Treadwel!, who last season gave

Machinal, tries her hand at comedy in 
Ladies Leave and without much success. 
For all the talk, and thera is more than 
enough in this one, it never quite comes 
off. On the whole Ladies Leave is a 
flimsy, overbearing effort. 

Nor has the playing helped matters 
No two players are in the same key 
While one is handling it as farce, the 
others are interpreting high comedy, and 
that's the way it goes for three long 
acts. Also there is attempt to be spicy 
and sophisticated, but the effort is so 
strained, so obvious that all punch is 
lost. 

It is easy to see that Miss Treadwell 
bad a good idea on which to base this 
comedy, but her execution and develop- 
ment of it/have been inept. The Key 
situations, long and tediously built up 
to, never quite come off when the time 
arrives. The same goes for the dialog. 
Despite the strain at being smart the 
lines seldom achieve that quality and 
the pungent Idughs are surprisingly few 
and far between. 

The most engaging moments in this 
production are due to the easy, intelli- 
gent playing of Walter Conrnolly, as a 
go-getting, self-satisfied publisher of a 
women’s magazine. Always sure of him- 
self, but never resorting to the obvious 


in planting a characterization, Connolly 


stands head and shoulders above the 
other members of the cast in lending 
subtlety and finish to his part. Indeed, 
it is to be 10ped that one of these days 
Connolly w.U find a play well enough 
suited to hi. exceptional talent. 

Henry Hu). does not fare so well in 
the role of a yourfg editor who becomes 
his employer’s wife's lover. Blustering 
and fuming, he shouts and rants all 
over the stage, always giving the role a 
farcical tone and showing a decided 
tendency to always overplay. Blyth Daly 
as the wife is charming to look at, but 
her interpretation is stilted. Catharine 
Calhoun Doucet is fine as a giddy, shal- 
low and would-be vivacious middle-aged 
woman. 

Charles Trowbridge also fares well as 
a Viennese psychologist, altho his op- 
portunities to shine are limited. The 
balance of the cast, including Jane 
Hazard, William Stern, Vera Mellish, 
Katharine Lyons and Athene Taylor, do 
well by their minor roles. 

Charles Hopkins’ direction needs tem- 
pering. The most of the playing needs 
subduing. Ladies Leave undoubtedly 
would be a far more effective comedy 
if handled with finish and ease. The 
single Robert Edmond Jones setting is 
as usual excellent.

Candle-Light is amusing, and by its 
insinuating dialog manages to keep its 
auditors intensely interested, sympathetic 
and expectant. There are enough Ger- 
trude Lawrence fans to Keep it alive for 
a time, but on its own feet it would not 
last very long in the face of the stiff 
competition new on Broadway. 

The story concerns the sudden romance 
thrust upon Josef, valet to Prince Rudolf 
Haseldorf-Schlobitten, who finding him- 
self sought by a !ady of high position, 
impersonates the Prince. The Prince re- 
turns to his quarters to find the decep- 
tion, and decides to beccme valet to his 
valet for the benefit of the romance. But 
the lady of high position happens to be 
the parlor maid of Baroness Von Rischen- 
heim, and she unfolds her secret to the 
Prince, thinking he is a servant. The 
Baron enters and exits with great guffaws, 
and the Baroness comes to reclaim her 
maid, because the Prince has been at- 
tentive to her and she charges his atten- 
tions to her maid. It requires nearly 
three acts to do all this. Then all parties 
concerned rush to have the two servants 
disccvered at the final curtain, with the 
real Prince and the Baroness sitting down 
to the supper the valet has ordered for 
the parlor maid. 

Reginald Owen and Leslie Howard, two 
tried and capable actors, form very stiff 
oppesition for Miss Lawrence in her debut 
in the straight play. To Leslie Howard 
goes the laurels for the most striking 
performance, altho Miss Lawrence does 
handle her part extremely well. The 
comedy happens to belong to the valet 
thrn construction. All parts are well 
nandled thruout. CHARLES MORAN.

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RAMBEAU CHARGES TABLED 


An investigation of the charges pre- 
ferred against Marjorie Rambeau by 
George Ebey, manager of the Fulton 
Theater, Oakland, Calif., last July, which 
Was undertaken by a committee of the 
council, has resulted in the tabling of 
the charges. 

The investigation developed that the 
charges and their reply and the support- 
ing documents with which each but- 
tressed the case were widely at variance. 
Mr. Ebey, however, was not minded either 
to submit to further questioning or to 
cross-examination, and the committee 
felt justified in advising a tabling of the 
matter. 

With this report the regular meeting 
of the council on October 1 was in agree- 
ment. 


SECURITY MORE THAN SECURE 


As an evidence of the care exercised by 
Equity’s legal department in its appraisal 
of the security which is offered by pro- 
ducers was a recent case in which se- 
curity alone was not deemed sufficient 
protection. 

The case involved a first mortgage 
realty bond for $500. Equity requested 
an analysis of the security thru its bank- 
ing affiliations, which reported that there 
was no market for it at all in New York, 
and that if it were offered in the city in 
which the real estate was situated, it 
would not be readily sold and would 
probebly bring slightly less than its face 
value. 

If the production failed, the actors in- 
volved, presuming that the bond were 
accepted. would have to wait for some 
little time in order to realize on their 
bond, and might not get all of it even 
then. 

Under the circumstances, the legal de- 
partment decided that the security would 
have to be more than secure—that it 
would have to be fluid as well. 


BOSTON’S LOSS IS OTHERS’ GAIN 


The moral fiber of Quincy, Mass., seems 
to be of rather tougher quality than that 
of Boston, or else its comscience is a 
little lees sensitive. At any rate, Strange 
Interlude, the Theater Guild play, banned 
from production in the Hub by Mayor 
Malcolm Nichols and City Censor John 
M. Casey, has been viewed by Quincy's 
Mayor, Thomas J. McGrath, and an in- 
formal jury of 18 citizens, and has been 
passed for presentation. 

So the Guild will not lose anything, for 
the Quincy Theater is ample to hold 
paying audiences, and there will probably 
be no lack of them, owing to the ad- 


vance publicity given the play by Bos- 
ton’s ban, and the intimation that here 
is something which, in addition to being 
interesting, is probably highly unmoral 
(and that is a drawing card even in New 
England), and Massachusetts’ curiosity 
has been whetted by all these maneuver- 
ings. 

Nor will Quincy be out of pocket for 
affording refuge to this orphan of the 
storm. Those from Boston and near-by 
towns who desire to see Strange Inter- 
lude must come to Quincy to do so. 
And once there, many of them may be 
depended on to purchase dinners and 
gasoline and otber requisites of play- 
going. 

In fact, the only loser appears to be 
Boston. That city by this time may be 


“somewhat complaisant under the ridicule 


and the contumely which has been 
visited upcm it for its attitude toward 
literature and the drama, but Mayor 
Nichols will eventually have some large 
explaining to make to his constituents 
when if is finally brought home to them 
that everyone else gains and only Boston 
loses by its determination to sojourn in- 
definitely in its “Age of Innocence.”

A cloak model takes poison not strong 
enough to kill a flea. A copper gives 
her an antidote. He has the case en- 
tered on the blotter. Part of the record 
reads: “Occupation: actress.” 

An old hag is picked up for vagrancy. 
She pleads long and incipient poverty 
as an alibi. They ask her what she had 
been doing before luck went against her. 
“I was an actress, your Honor.” 


A notorious gambling rendezvous is 
raided. The woman allegéd to be the 
manager of the shady enterprise is ar- 
rested, and later released for “lack of 
evidence”, But her arrest and release 
have landed her on the front pages of 
the tabs. She ghost-writes a story of 
her life for one of the rags, and states 
therein that she played in vaudeville for 
years before becoming a roulette ar- 
tiste, 

These cases are typical of thousands 
that are brought to the attention of tho 
American public every year. The afore- 
mentioned shoplifter never looked ito 
the inside of a backstage. The cloak 
model once tried out for a show, but 
was turned down 6n general principles. 
The vagrant’s stage experience was 
limited to mental pictures, created while 
reading novels during the luach hour 
in a textile factory, The gambling 
queen learned the rudiments of high 
stakes in a Wall Street broker's office, 
and didn’t stop on the stage on the way 
over to her roulette wheel. 

Every day the layman is faced with 
stories of this kind. Every day the un- 
Organized campaign is being carried on 
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to convince the world that the stage is 
an alley—and a blind one—in the street 
called Crime. One can hardly remedy 
the situation entirely, but it is up to the 
profession to assert itself and make the 
claimant to professional rating show his 
ticket. If every actor person and show- 
man felt as indignant about loose refer- 
ences to the profession as we do about 
the four related cases, violations would 
be far less frequent. It’s about time 
they stopped using show people as a 
shield. Human as we are, we have 
enough to do to atone for our own fail- 
ings without taking on the stigmas of 
others. 


HE PASSING OF TIME) brings 

with it many strange developments 

and many changes of attitude be- 
tween different factions of the enter- 
tainment world. 

Look at the movies and radio, for in- 
stance. 

A few years ago they were, tech- 
nically speaking, mortal enemies. 

They wouldn’t even speak to each 
other, 

Now they stroll down amusement lane 
arm in arm, a couple of buddies, chums, 
pals. 

A couple of years ago the movies 
feared the radio as a deadly opposition. 

Today film players and motion pic- 
tures are being introduced to the public 
and exploited by the air-broadcasting 
medium. 


S TO WHETHER RKO is justi- 
fied in barring marksmanship acts 
from its houses is a question on 

which it is difficult to take sides. There 
are angles to the controversy which re- 
flect credit on both sides and vice versa. 
Should the question ever be presented 
to an impartial jury for a decision it 
is likely that the process of arriving at 
a conclusion will be a long and 
troubled one. It’s one of those things 
which a man can get all flustered up 
about for either side and still be right. 
The broadest view of the matter, in 
our personal opinion, is that RKO has 
the prerogative of barring marksman- 
ship acts (or any other class of acts 
for that matter), and that's all there is 
to that. The new administration in the 
big time, however, has been making a 
serious attempt to impress the trade with 
its sense of fairness and its earnestness 
in trying to give everyone a square deal. 
This puts in order an unbiased opinion 


of the more interesting angles of the 
case. - 

RKO says it wants no more of the 
marksmanship clan because its past ex- 
perience has shown that these acts are 
unsafe; that one never knows when a 
patron will have his eyes blinded from 
flying pieces of shell. The marksmen, 
on the other hand, state that they have 
tried to re-establish themselves in the 
good graces of the big time by offering 
to use wire screens while working and 
non-splintering bullets. They further 
squawk that RKO has refused to amend 
its fiat even under these conditions. 

There is no statute or line of reason- 
ing which dictates that vaudeville must 
have marksmanship acts. The sharp- 
shooting gentry, however, are trying to 
reverse the unchangeable situation by 
engaging in an organized propagandist 
movement, figuring probably that if they 
cannot make RKO renege voluntarily, 
they can do it by force of public opinion. 

We sympathize with the work-de- 
prived marksmen. We hope with them 
that RKO may change its stubborn 
front and book them with the introduc- 
tion of the safety devices they claim to 
have installed in their offerings. 


T’S AS PLAIN as the nose on your 
face that conditions in vaudeville are 
worse now than at any time within 

memory. But some acts ARE working, 
and we find it to be generally the case 
that the precious work is being given 
out to those who have kept pace with 
changing modes and tendencies. 

Re conditions as they may, no act will 
ever get work by moping to themselves 
about “dumb bookers” and “stupid audi- 
ences”. One has to face the music, and 
give them what they want. 


RESS AGENTS in the ’70s didn’t 

have the prefiex “super” and the 

florid phrases of the movies ta 
play with, but they tooled a mean para- 
graph anyhow. Here is a clipping of 
an announcement of the coming of a 
circus to Red Cloud, Neb., 50 years 
ago: 

“A moving metropolis of marvels, An- 
derson & Company's monster European, 
Asiatic, African, American, Arctic and 
Antarctic world’s menagerie and great 
international challenge circus! The 
mightiest confederation of living lessons, 
moral and mirthful amusements the 
earth has ever known! The largest and 
rarest wild-beast concentration since the 
Deluge!” 


A Double-Standard Censorship

N the last few weeks the theatrical 
I trade papers have printed columns 

about vaudeville artistes using smut 
in their acts. 

If some little act uses a “hell” or a 
“dam”, or kicks his or her partner in 
the pants, back comes the manager and 
makes them cut it out. 

While I don't believe in some of the 
gags that are told in the Palace Theater, 
New York, I do believe in not being too 
strict with the performer. 

On the other hand, look what the pic- 
tures are getting away with. The Cock- 
Eyed World is being played by the RKO 
Circuit, and doing a turn-away business. 
If some vaudeville artiste would dare to 
tell the gags that are in The Cock-Eyed 
Werld, or do some uf the business that 
is being done in that picture, he would 
be shot by the manager before breakfast. 

What is wrong with vaudeville? The 


managers and bookers are killing it them- 


selves. 
you will notice the billing 


Where vaudeville is being played. 
outside of the 


theater reads: “Clara Bow in Something 
or Other—and five acts of vaudeville.” 
The maMager usually just advertises 
“five acts” and nothing else. 

When the local papers review the 
show, they write up the picture, and 
then at the bottom they say: “Five acts 
of vaudeville completed the show.” 

Why do they allow the agents to book 
a free vaudeville show so they can see 
the artistes’ acts, and pay them nothing? 
The managers should pay at the very 
least $75 for a team for three or four 
days, and let the poor acts show to an 
advantage. 

There is very little vaudeville left, and 
if conditions keep on like they have in 
the last two seasons, the N. V. A. will 
have to have a bread line. 

One actor told me recently that he had 
the first half booked. I asked him where 
he was working. He said he was going 
to shingle a house Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday.

they tell all that showgoers, as 

prospective “customers”, want to know 
about the attraction on tap.

The hours of performances also are 
omitted. 

And there is no inkling of who’s in 
the cast. 

On this latter point, even if the mem- 
bers of the company are of no special 
prominence, it is showmanship to men- 
tion somebody anyhow, because it will 
have a certain amount of favorable ef- 
fect, psychologically, if not otherwise. 

Reverting to that movie layout, the 
outstanding features of it were a couple 
of alluring photographs, prices of seats 
for all days in the week, hours at which 
all of the six daily shows began, address 
and telephone number of the theater, and 
a few pointed lines about the current 
bill, including names of star and sup- 
porting players in the picture. 

It is easy to guess what house did the 
business. 

And another guess will tell you why 
some road shows fail to gross even the 
nut.

Rain Fails ‘To Dampen Ardor 


Of Trenton Interstate Fair 


J. Fred Margerum Proclaims John Robinson Circus Great- 
est Attraction the Fair Ever Had—Independent Mid- 
way Introduced This Year by John R. Heppe 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 5—The weather man tried hard to dampen the ardor otf 
the Trenton Interstate Fair, which opened in a downpour on Monday, but despite 
the unfavorable elements the opening day's attendance was around the 30,000 mark. 

The highlights of the Trenton Fair were reflected this year by several depar- 
tures from former policy, chief of which was the initial appearance of the John 


Robinson Circus, which made a big hit 
as the grand-stand attraction and will 
likely be retained next year, or a big 
spectacular rodeo or frontier exhibition 
will replace it, in case the circus is not 
available. J. Fred Margerum, general 
manager of the fair, informed The Bill- 
board that he considered the Robinson 
Circus the greatest free attraction they 
ever played, and henceforth it is his 
intention to give his patrons each year 
some big, colcssal amusement feature 
for the delectation of the fair-going 
public. 

The Robinson Circus received $25,000 
for the week's engagement and the fair 
management considered it an exceYent 
buy in view of the potential publicity 
it created and the strong array of at- 
tractions provided in three rings and the 
hippodrome track. 


Next in importance to the appearance 
of the circus was the independent mid- 
way, operated by John R. Heppe, candy 
concessionaire of Luna Park, Coney 
Island, who had as his director general, 
Herbert Evans, amusement manager of 
the same park, who provided a pleasing 
and meritorious combination of shows 
and riding devices, which far exceeded, 
in quantity and quality, the expectations 
of the fair management. Incidentally, 
this is the first time in 17 years that 
the Trenton Fair has attempted an in- 
dependent midway, which heretofore has 
been played by the representative carni- 
val companies. Likewise, speculation 
waxed warm as to the likely outcome of 
this change of policy. The proof of the 
pudding, however, is found in the an- 
novncement of Heppe to The Billboard, 
that he expects to take over the midway 
again next year. 

The midway offerings consisted of 
Paul’s Pony Track; Tex Cooper's large 
dog and small pony: Belle Bonita, snake 
enchantress extraordinary; Suskin Broth- 
ers, red bugs: Diamond Lou Walker's wax 
and monkeydrome: Floyd Woosley’s Won- 
derland Show: Zimmie, legless champion 
swimmer; Herbert Evans’ Great Interna- 
tional Horse Show, Saleem Abbott's 
Dream of Egypt: Thomas F. Pietro’s pres- 
entation of Ossified Harry, also Snake 
Show: Punch Dowdney’s Chinese Mystery, 
O. W. Bordman’s monkeydrome, Pro- 
fessor Sillon’s largest horse, Billie Clark’s 
de luxe girl minstre's, Schwoeder and Ess- 
men's mystery auto, Ringlak and Hoppe’s 
phenomenal panorama, Capt. Harry 
LaBelle’s Freak Show, Gus Nichol's Fer- 
ris Wheel, Luffe’s Boat Ride and Coaster; 
Mike Ziegler’s Monarch Exposition Shows, 
with three rides and 10 concessions; John 
Robinson Circus Side Show and Menag- 
erie, Yawger’s Baby Show, Heinz’s human 
paradox, C. D. Moore presented an offer- 
ing for men only, H. Pollock’s Creation; 
FEls:e-John, in a study from nature, and 
Bill Anderson's Athletic Show. 

The midway shows and rides played 
on percentage basis. Over 1,800 feet of 
spice was required to accommodate the 
offerings and half-dozen shows were 
deciined on account of lack of space. 
The entire midway made a resplendent 
picture, especially at night, with myriads 
of bright-colored lights that shed their

The first annual Plymouth Agricul- 
tural Fair, held by the Plymouth Agri- 
cultural Society on its newly leased 
crounds, situated a half mile north of

Proposes 


Park for City 


Working Out Plans on Last Available Sites in Community 
and Hopes To Interest Sufficient Capital for Early 


Start on 


Project 


CHARLESTON, W. V., Oct. 5—This city may have a mcdern amusement 
park if plans, which are being worked out by Arthur L. Sheldon, local civil 


engineer, can be worked out successfully. 


Altho his plans are only of a pre- 


liminary nature, Sheldon, who for several months past has gone deeply into the 
subject, is satisfied that the project can be successfully put across. 


He is understood to be negotiating 
with several individuals and hopes to be 
able to interest capital and park en- 
gineers in his proposition. 

In his investigation of sites he has 
become convinced there are but two on 
which a park can be successfully oper- 
ated or that would fill the requirements 
as to location to transportation and 
river. One of these, he states, has a di- 
rect river frontage and at the same time 
is not too far out from the city proper 
or too close. 

He believes one of the big paying fea- 
tures for a new park would be a large, 
modern swimming pool. He states there 
ere three rivers that bathers now use, 
but that none has a good swimming 
location, being muddy or dirty the larger 
portion of the time, and that the best 
one of these is 14 miles from the city 
proper. 

On Sunday after the Fourth of July 
last there were about 5,000 persons at 
this place. 

Charleston now has a population of 
65,000, with a drawing population of as 
many more in a clcse radius to either of 
the proposed park sites he has in view. 
Chemical industries are rapidly coming 
into the territory around the city and 
many millions of dollars have been spent 
in plants and sites for others soon to be 
erected; taking up the larger tracts of 
level land adjacent to three rivers, car 
lines and hard roads, the location a park 
would require. 

Sheldon, while not a park man, has 
gone into the subject thoroly and has 
made up estimates as to the cost of what 
he believes would be required for the 
erection of the plant, which is to in- 
clude all popular amusement devices, 
pool, roadhouse, dance pavilion and cot- 
tages for tourists. 


He has been working quietly on his 
research in order that he may be able 
to put the matter before interested per- 
sons thoroly wh2n the time comes to 
do s0, and to make public announcement 
of the sites he has in mind. 

To facilitate matters he has prepared 
maps of the plots showing their con- 
venience and location as to distance from 
the city, and he has also prepared figures 
on costs of preliminary work when he is 
ready to so ahead with plans. 

Sheldon hopes to be able to make 


a definite announcement after he has 
discussed his plans with a number of 
park men whom he has interested. He 
has been located in Charleston for more 
than 25 years.

tures that the management failed to produce—or rather, perhaps, which 
failed to measure up to the publicity which liberal newspaper editors 


accepted as truthful. 


Both parks hed placed their accounts with advertising agencies, 
where little was known of parks and their attractions or the public 


mind concerning parks.

The park publicity was handled thru the same 


This usually occurred in attempts to “ape” attractions being fea- 
tured by opposition parks and advertising an inferior feature along the

same lines as used by the opposition. 

Next season these particular park operators may ask themselves 
and others just why their business is at low ebb. 

If any publicity and advertising should be truthful, it should be 
that of the amusement park, and managers would do well to employ 
advertising and publicity men who know something of parks and the 
public, or to at least supervise matter submitted to the press.

THE CYPRESS HILLS Roller Skating 
Rink, Jamaica, N. Y., will feature an 
important card of professional match 
races. On Saturday evening, October 12, 
Albert Cookson, English champion, will 
race Murray Gorman, of New Ridgewood 
Grove Rink, Brooklyn. The boys have 
agreed to indulge in three events which 
will be a quarter-mile, a half-mile and 
a one-mile. Great interest is being 
manifested in the pair as there is a $259 
purse On a winner-take-all basis. The 
skater who grabs best two out of the 
three races will be pronounced the su- 
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perior and secures the purse cash money 
prize. The entire community as well as 
many fans from the East will turn out 
to witness the coming event. It will bu 
a big boom for the Cypress Hills Rink. 
They will have on hand Arthur Ryder, 
the six-day roller-skating champion, for 
the night of October 19, a Saturday. 
Ryder has been scheduled to skate the 
winner of the Cookson-Gorman go. The 
same purse will be put up for the same 
distances. The Cypress Rink track meas- 
ures 16 laps to the mile. There is skat- 
ing every day in the week, also matinees. 
Dan Peterson, professional speed skater 
of a decade ago, is in charge of the skate 
room. Gorman wishes to mention that 
he lost a five-mile team roll when he 
fell at 4%4 miles. His partner was Mack 
Ritter. Earnest Keller and Ralph Jamie- 
son won by a close margin over the lat- 
ter pair. Cliff Howard and Jimmy Coop- 
er came in third. Howard fell also at 
the three-mile mark and lost a half lap. 
Gorman, who hails from New Ridgewood 
Grove Rink, Brooklyn, made a brilliant 
pass at 4144 miles, assuming the lead only 
to take a nasty spill. Ritter and his 
partner quickly relieved, making up the 
lost ground, and finished inches behind 
the victors. The time was unusually 
fast at 12 minutes, 43 1-5 seconds. Tom 
Hanlon, famous sKating coach, refereed 
the contest. This thrilling five-mile 
team race was run off at the old Yonkers 
Armory Skating Rink, Yonkers, N. Y., 
on Friday evening, September 27. On 
account of Gorman and Howard's fall 
the teams have been rematched at five 
miles again for Friday, October 4. Gor- 
man has announced that he is reaping 
a harvest financially since he turned 
professiona] last June and advises that 
there is nothing like skating for money, 
rather than for prizes and expenses he 
was receiving for 10 years as an amateur. 


HOMER DENNEY, “king of the calli- 
ope”, will play the new instrument re- 
cently installed at William F. Sefferino’s 
rink, Cincinnati, this season. Denney 
operates the big steam calliope on the 
Coney Island steamer, Island Queen, 
during the summer season. Jules Jacob- 
son, bell and drum artiste, is the other 
half of the team of Denny and Jacob- 
son. The rink has a fine hardwood floor 
made of bowling alley wood, 1,000 pairs 
of new non-slip fiber skates and manv 
rink improvements to make the new 
season attractive.

Gate Advocate 


W. Joe O’Brien, general contracting 
agent of Sol’s Liberty Shows, spent sev- 
eral days last week in Cincinnati in the 
interest of his organization. While here 
he was a Billbcard visitor. 

Discussing the present season, O’Brien 
said: “Sol’s Liberty Shows have enjoyed 
a fairly successful season. Especially is 
this true of the still dates. We have 
played some fairs that did not result 
profitably, and to break even we were 
lucky.” 

Coming out as a strong advocate of 
the 10-cent pay gate, issuing coupons 
good on any show or ride on the entire 
midway (or rather good for 10 cents to- 
ward the admission, if higher), he fur- 
ther stated: “The gate is just the dif- 
ference of profit and loss with our show. 
We will never be without it.” 

O’Brien is very strongly.opposed to 
fairs charging 50 cents with practically 
nothing but the carnival on the grounds, 
and another like amount for a few acts 
in front of the grand stand. Continuing, 
he said, “It is very doubtful if we at- 
tend many fair meetings this winter. 
We have demonstrated to our own satis- 
faction a carnival can exist and possibly 
make more money without them, unless 
they give us consideration heretofore 
lacking. We ell know the carnivals 
themselves are to blame, and it is up 
to the carnivals to correct it. 

“Why should we pay fairs high prices 
to draw people to them, and then the 
fairs turn around and give fabulous sums 
to other features not half so necessary 
for the same thing. There is certainly 
something wrong.” 

During the past few weeks The Bill- 
board has received a number of letters 
from owners and agents complaining of 
the same thing and all seem to be de- 
termined to withdraw from fair book- 
ings as practiced in the past. J. H 
Bruce, manager of the Bruce Greater, 
some time ago asserted himself along this 
line. J. J. Page has sent in his opinion 
as the same. Benny Krause comes out 
with the statement he has paid $1,000 
more than fairs were worth, and is thru 
forever. 

Some of the flat-rate fairs contracted 
by Krause this season didn’t even put 
out paper and left everything in an ad- 
vertising way to the carnival. From 
present indications there will be many 
fairs looking for attractions next year 
unless they lower prices and give shows 
more consideration. If any great num- 
ber of managers join in this movement 
it is readily predicted carnivals will soon 
begin coming into their own again at 


these dates.

He attributed 
the accident to a new tire he had just 
placed on the machine. The injuries 
kept him out of the show fur several 
days. Ritz makes his home in St. Louis. 


“NOT GOOD ON RIDES” 


A certain well-known independent 
showman was a recent visitor to The 
Billboard offices, and while discussing 
the outdoor show business in general 
remarked: “I am sick and tired of 
honoring hundreds of passes issued out 
of carnival office wagons which are used 
to cover up some concessions or other 
objectionable features, or to pay for 
water at the cookhouse, and a dozen 
other excuses. 

“I always take a personal delight in 
entertaining the press, officials or others 
entitled to such courtesies, but when 
they come in droves, and have received 
the passes thru some medium to which 
the show is indebted for some favor, or 
are ‘fixing passes’, then it is time to 
call a halt. 

“The most remarkable thing about it 
is that invariably the passes are printed 
across the bottom, ‘Not Good on Riding 
Devices,’ which belong to the manage- 
ment. The gall of some managers want- 
ing the poor, hard-working independent 
showman, booked on percentage, to run 
his show for some joints which take all 
the money away from the shows and 
rides even if the pass evil didn’t exist. 


Independent showmen to live must stop 
this practice. and my show will never 
appear on another carnival where I have 
te take passes other than those men- 
tioned.” 


There is a lot of food for thought in 
this showman’'s expression. It is a known 
fact shows carrying the objectionable 
issue twice as many passes as those 
which do not. And this showman aptly 
put it “gall” with reference to wanting 
them to honor these passes marked “not 
good on rides,” which belong to the 
management. If anything, it is worse 
than gall. Why not reverse the order 
of things and on all passes except those 
issued to newspapers and others who 
belong, to make them read “good only on 
riding devices.” 


Another point attention has been 
called to is that some of the shows using 
the gate, and incidentally successfully, 
issue coupons at the gate gooc “only 
on rides”, which again the management 
owns. Why not give the independent a 
chance and make them good for face 
value on any show or ride? Doesn't that 
sound more equitable?

LYNCHBURG, Va. — Tuesday was a 
complete loss\at the Inter-State Fair here 
Rain started falling about 4 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, and at 10 o'clock 
Tuesday night it was still raining, altho 
the weather man forecast a clear day 
Wednesday. Despite the rain, scores of 
school children took advantage of the 
half holiday and free gates and visited 
the midway, but there was no money in 
evidence and but few of the attractions 
remained open. The rain was a bitter 
disappointment to Secretary Frank A. 
Lovelock, dean of Virginia Fair officials, 
as he had every promise of this one being 
the biggest fair of his long career here. 
With more than 6,000 exhibits from ap- 
proximately 1,200 exhibitors completely 
filling the exhibit halls, with stables 
well filled with the cream of pacers and 
trotters, with a well-balanced program 
of excellent free acts and the Harry G. 
Melville-Nat Reiss Shows on the midway, 
Mr. Lovelock had every reason to feel 
assured he would see all records fall, but 
the weather man ruled different, and re- 
gardiess of what the remainder of the 
week may be Tuesday is history with 
but 11 paid admissions to the fair- 
grounds. 

The Washington engagement ended 
Saturday to the great satisfaction of all 
concerned. The shows did an excellent 
business toward the end of the week, 
but the riding devices and the conces- 
sions could not win public patronage. 


There were numerous visitors, all of 
whom complimented Owner Harry G. 
Melville on the appearance of the or- 
ganization.

Miss Nelson related an incident 
whereby she could not get thru the 
grand-stand gate, despite the fact she 
had her costume on and explained to the 
man in charge that she was a member 
of the grand-stand show. Gaudsmith 
Brothers likewise were up in arms in 
regard to giving the extra show. They 
explained that the Wirth & Hamid acts 
who played on the bill were obliged to 
take a cut on this engagement, and 
Gaudsmith’'s could not even put up their 
dressing tent. Jack Joyce explained 
that he did not object to giving the 
extra show in the Coliseum on kiddie 
day, because the kiis are great boosters 
and they should be discriminated 
against. Joyce explained further that 
while the extra show was a good ad, if 
the same procedure is repeated next 
yeer, the acts would undoubtedly ask for 
extra pay.

Such con- 
noisseurs as Ruth and Arthur Clayton 
and Mme.

STUART KOLLINS, well-known out- 
door booking agent of Boston, states that 
the 90 fairs his office furnished attrac- 
tions, all finished well. “Every fair this 
season has been a_ success,” Kollins 
stated, “that we had contracted; this in- 
cludes the New England, New Brunswick, 
Southern part of Quebec and some of 
the fairs in New York State. Some of 
the fairs that broke records this year 
were Barton and Rutland, Vt.; Stur- 
bridge, Mass.; Presque Isle, Me., ana 
Woodstock, N. B.” 


DENNY CURTISS, speaking of circuses 
playing fairs, voices the following senti- 
ments: “The circus is perhaps all right 
as a fair attraction for one year, but 
won't be strong for repeats. Another 
thing, when a fair plays a circus, and 
returns to their act program, they will 
be obliged to give a stronger show, or 
suffer in comparison.”

Chi. Rodeo Plans 
Taking on Speed 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—With Tex Austin’s 
arrival this week from his famous 
Forked Lightning Ranch, near Rowe, 
N. M., Chicago’s World's Championship 
Rodeo plans are taking on speed. Austin 
world known for his direction of the 
largest Western sport contests on two 
hemispheres, has for the last five years 
directed one such contest only—in fact 
as well as in name—the World's Cham- 
pionship Rodeo. The dates of Austin’s 
World’s Championship Rodeo this year 
are November 16-24, inclusive, so timed 
as to climax the season of all Western 
sport contests. 

Chicago for the first time will hold 
its worla’s championships indoors. Com- 
pletion of the huge new Stadium, on 
the West Side, near the Loop district, 
has given to the Windy City at last an 
arena suitable in size and convenience 
for a rodeo of the magnitude of Austin's 

Changes in time and place of the 
world’s championships have been at- 
tended by only a few changes in the 
personnel of Austin’s staff of assistants 
His experience gained as sole promoter 
producer and director of the rodeo tin 
London six years ago, which was seen 
by more than 1,000,000 paying spectators 
in 18 days: New York's largest rodeos at 
the Yankee Stadium and in old Madison 
Square Garden, and his remarkable suc- 
eesses in promoting, directing and pro- 
ducing the World's Championship Ro- 
deos in Chicago’s Soldier Field at the 
Grant Park Stadium have dictated in 
his mind and among his civic associates 
the retention of his old staff with only 
a few exceptions. 

As his treasurer Austin has promoted 
A. H. Barkley, widely known veteran of 
the outdoor and indoor amusement 
worlds, to the place made vacant by the 
dismissal of Frank Moore. 

“Moore will have nothing to do with 
the Chicago World’s Championship Ro- 
deos in future,” Austin told The Bill- 
boird today. “He worked for me for a 
number of years as secretary, but is no 
longer in my employ.” 

Charles H. Porter, Chicago amusement 
promoter and publicity director of previ- 
ous World's Championship Rodeos in 
Chicago, is now secretary of the Chicago 
Rodeo Association, the corporate body 
composed of civic leaders which sponsors 
Austin’s contests this year. M. D. Fan- 
ning, veteran arena secretary and now 
associated with Austin thruout the year 
will serve likewise in the same capacity 
in Chicago; Joe Knight, of New York, 
Austin’s publicity man in other big 
rodeos and the “World Series Rodeo” in 
New York, will handle the publicity and 
exploitation this year, assisted by Frank 
Evans, of the staff of The Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram, long identified with the 
“Cowtown” Fat-Stock Show and Rodeo 

Tophands from the Mexican border to 
the near-Arctic plains of Northwest Can- 
ada will be here to contest daily for 
the year's richest cash prizes in Western 
sport contests. Austin long ago set the 
policy that in order for his purses, titles 
and trophies to mean just what they 
purport to be, the cowboys and cowgirls 
must have engaged in a real contest to 
win them. Every contestant pays his or 
her own expenses to Chicago for the 
World's Championship Rodeo. Each pays 
entrance fees. A hint that any or all 
the preliminary champions who will con- 
test in Chicago had been “contracted 
for” would be laughed into oblivion by 
the tophands themselves. 

All the $30,000 cash prizes in this 
year’s rodeo will be awarded, according 
to Austin's rules, on a day-money basis 
This policy means that each day's con- 
tests will abound in the same element of 
eye-to-eye rivalry as any other day's 
Austin’s prizes always have been won 
as he announced them to be. 

As has been the case with all the 
World’s Championship Rodeos, the con- 
tests this year will begin on Saturday 
afternoon and close with the world’s 
title and trophy awards on the Sunday 
night of the next week following. After- 
noon contests_always ha been as wel! 
attended under Austin’s direction as tle 
night contests. Contestants not only 
get a whack at the prorated $30,000 cash 
prizes each night, but each afternoon 
as well. 

The Chicago Stadium seats 25,000 per- 
sons. It is by far the largest amphi-

Performers’ Effects Ruined 


When Dressing Rooms Be- 


come Flooded—Wednesday a Complete Rainout— 
Business Affected by Storm 


BROCKTON, Mass., Oct. 5—One of the worst storms that has ever visited 
the Brockton Fair occurred Wednesday night at 10 o’clock, when a cloudburst 


wrought havoc to the grounds, which were inundated with water. 


The midway 


was a veritable mill pond, and the greatest damage occurred to the stage, where 


the dressing rooms are located. 
feet, and flooded the dressing rooms and 
ruined thousands of dollars’ worth of 
costumes and personal effects of the per- 
formers. The hardest-hit victims of the 
storm and its attendant flood was 
Sciooley’s Revue—handsome costumes 
and scenic effects were completely in- 
undated by the rapidly rising waters, 
which the drain pipes were uMable to 
carry off as the great volume of water 
poured in from all directions. Some of 
the principals of the Revue, who had 
spent hundreds of dollars of their own 
funds for costum>s, found them a sordid 
and discolored mess when they were 
salvaged by rescuing squads. Izzy Cer- 
yonne’s Band figured in the flood—the 
oraiss and reed instruments of the various 
musicians were water-and-mud soaked, 
whith included the music. Wardrobe 
trunks were floating around in the base- 
ment of the stage like chips on the 
ocern. In their water-soaked condition 
they swelled to such an extent it was 
necessary to use crowbars to pry them 
open. 

J. F. (Shorty) Dignan, clown, with 
Billie Ritchie’s Water Circus, was an un- 
sung hero of the diaster. In view of the 
fact that the Wednesday night show was 
called off on account of the storm, Shorty 
decided to retire early. He was rudely 
awakened, however, by the deluge of en- 
culfing waters that covered the cot in 
his dressing room. He gave the alarm 
that resulted in the fire department re- 
sponding, and it immediately set 
about to pump out the incoming water. 
Tarpaulins were thrown over the cos- 
tumes, scenery and trunks of the per- 
formers, and the salvaging of same was 
immediately started. At 6 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning the costumes of the Schooley 
Revue were sent to the cleaners in Bos- 
ton, and the costumes of the acts that 
were on the bill were given to the Brock- 
ton laundries. The 500 pieces of laun- 
dry of the Schooley Revue were back in 
time for the Thursday night show. 

Barring the unfortunate cloudburst, 
the Brockton Fair opened with its cus- 
tomary pomp and gayety on Tuesday, 
October 1, which was Children’s Day. 
Wednesday was Grange Day, but was 
rained out, and all activities canceled, due 
to the prevailing storm. However, the 
fair collected $20,000 on rain insurance, as 
1.7 inches of rain fell in 36 hours, which 
is about one-half of the average total of 
rainfall for the whole month of October. 
Thursday was Boston Day, but overcast 
skies and intermittent showers found the 
attendance greatly reduced. Friday was 
Governor's Day and Saturday New Eng- 
land Day. Alex Sloan put on the auto 
races on the closing day. 

Twenty-four thousand dollars was ap- 
propriated for the aarness events. The 
frand-stand attractions were par ex- 
cellence, and while there was not the 
quantity of acts of previous years, the 
quality was superb. 

Lloyd W. Briggs, superintendent of 
concessions, was gratified the way Max 
Goodman operated nis 36 de luxe stands, 
which were manned by competent sales 
agents, and made a pleasing flash. The 
booths were of untform construction and 
Sccupied 750 feet of space on the best 
location on the mid vay. Goodman, who 
had the exclusive on the games, had no 
trouble convincing the Brockton Fair of- 
ficials that it pays to operate legitimate 
concessions. He offered to donate $1,000 
to any charitable organization in Brock- 
ton to anyone who could prove that his 
Operations were not on the up-and-up. 
Briggs informed The Billboard that 
Goodman's methods of presenting mert- 
torlous concessions was a revelation to 
him. It relieved him of innumerable 
petty annoyances, and up until Thurs- 
day not one individual complaint had 
been registered by any customer against 
Goodman. In the past, Briggs pointed 
out, the Brockton Fair midway was a 
bedlam of questionable concessionaires 
of every conceivable type and hue, and 


Incoming water rose to the depth of three 


embroiled the fair in many unpleas- 
antries that reacted unfavorably. The 
police department, since the exit of the 
obnoxious concessionaires, found its job 
an easy task this year. 

In the Goodman entourage were Jack 
Greenspoon, who operates in five New 
York State parks, and his crew, and 
Irving Udowitz, of Coney Island, who 
was the esprit de corps of the midway 
concessionaires. Altogether Goodman 
had 86 men in his crew. They came in 
from Saginaw, Mich., while the No. 2 
unit was playing the Memphis Fair, un- 
der the direction of Joseph Goodman. 
Irene Cain, from Woodcliff Pleasure 
Park, Poughkeepsie, N. Y. was very 
much in evidence, and Mrs. John Aughe 
made her first appearance at any of the 
Eastern fairs, and was favorably im- 
pressed with Brockton, 

Last year 1,800 feet of space was sold 
to concessionaires. The shrinkage this 
year, amounting to 1,100 feet, while 
causing a monetary loss to the fair, was 
reflected in the best conducted midway 
Brockton has ever had. 

The Coast Holding Company, directed 
by Roy Gill, had the exclusive on shows 
and rides. Three of the leading side 
shows of the East graced the midway, 
including Namy Salih’s Dreamland Cir- 
cus Side Show from Coney Island; Neil 
(Whitey) Austin’s Palace of Wonders 
from Atlantic City, and Hubert Muller, 
who presented Hubert’s Museum, which 
scored decisively at Savin Rock this sea- 
son. This trio of divertissements did as 
good as could be expected under pre- 
vailing weather conditions, with Salih 
probably topping the midway up until 
Thursday. The shows were attractively 
framed and were arrayed with superfine 
features. Muller’s pictorial banner front 
evoked plenty of praise and the show 
made a realistic flash. 

Maxwell Kassow presented Mme. 
Gabrielle, celebrated half woman, who 
was introduced by Edna Blanch, in a 
niftily conceived offering. 

Norman Shields’ Revelation Show, War 
Exhibit and Fun-on-the-Farm made a 
good appearance, but were waiting for 
customers. Russell Shields had Lindy’s 
Loop. 

Other midway offerings included two 
Merry-Go-Rounds, two Ferris Wheels, 
Over-the-Jumps, Miniature Railway, 
Whip, Heydey, Chairoplane, Joe Dobish's 
Motordrome, Joe Rose’s freak animal 
show and other miscellaneous offerings. 

Four scale operators were on the 
grounds. Broadway J nes, with his de- 
bonair personality, and Selig Hocheiser, 
attired tn tuxedo and opera hat, made 
the customers open their optics in aston- 
ishment. 

Many of the small grab joints of the 
past have given away to larger and more 
commodious eating emporiums, which 
seemed to be getting their share of busi- 
ness. 

The style show was discontinued this 
season. An industrial arts exhibit re- 
placed it. 

The dog show was quartered in its 
new building. 

The aviation show was presented along 
such elaborate lines that the Boston 
aviation show, which predated it, was 
called off. Sixteen modern planes were 
a treat to the visitors of this exhibit. 

The food show was leagues ahead of 
last year and the industrial building re- 
ported great activity with their exhibits. 

Stuart Kollins and Joe J. Cahill spared 
no effort and expense to make the free- 
act bill the outstanding feature, which 
is vouchsafed by George Hamid, who 
conceded it the best balanced bill Wirth 
& Hamid had ever furnished the Brock- 
ton Fair. The running time of the bill 
was 3 hours and 30 minutes in the 
afternoon and 3 hours and 20 min- 
utes at night, with the following enter- 
tainers: Belthazer Trio, Legards, Hul- 


ing’s seals, Stanley and Alba, Houghton 
and Company, Three Londons, Harriet 
Neurett Boys, Meehan’s Dogs, De Villas, 
Carlos Circus, Seven Nelsons, Wong 
Troupe of Chinese, Jack Joyce’s trained 
stallions, Useems, Billie Ritchie's water 
circus. Two stages were used. Izzy Cer- 
vonne’s Band rendered an excellent mu- 
sical program and cued the acts to per- 
fection, with Edna Ayers, soprano, intro- 
ducing songs in her customary glib way. 
Auto polo furnished plenty of thrills at 
each performance. The cost of the bill, 
with fireworks, was reported in excess 
of $25,000, altho these figures were not 
officially confirmed. The American 
Fireworks, like the Rock of Gibraltar, are 
firmly entrenched at the Brockton Fair, 
and lived up to their reputation for 
originality and real pyrotechnical value. 

Big Brother Bob Emery electrified the 
grandstandites with his announcements. 

The consensus of opinion indicated 
that the night show was the best ever 
offered to Brocktonians, with quality 
predominating. 

John Loney, novelty and pitch worker. 
was again on the job. 

The shows and concessionaires were 
treated to a surprise when the Home 
National Bank of Brockton established 
a full-fledged depository for their con- 
venience and safety. The bank's officials 
explained they were trying to educate 
the showmen to become honest-to-good- 
ness business people. A regulation post 
office, with four men representing Uncle 
Sam, was functioning perfectly. 

J. T. Schultz, assistant to Concession 
Manager Briggs, thinks Max Goodman 
should have his name enscrolled in the 
Hall of Fame He accomplished what 
the astute fair officials said was impos 
sible. 

Mary Ragan, selling books, was there 
with bells on. 

Harry La Pine, talker on the front of 
Salih’s Dreamland Circus Side Show, 
was one of the happiest showmen on the 
bizarre midway. He had a perfect right 
to be—his wife presented him with an 
offspring. 

Billie Ritchie will take his water circus 
South where the climate will remove the 
chilblain of the North, opening at Ra- 
leigh, N. C. 

Jack Joyce assumed a gloomy attitude 
when he discovered his trunk, contain- 
ing contracts for the past 14 years, was 
caught in the flood that descended on 
the dressing rooms. He prized the same 
highly, but they are now an indescrib- 
able mess of blurred ink. 

Cc. B. Tschummi, R. A. Mitchell and F 
C. Luce, representing the Stafford 
Springs (Conn.) Fair, which is being 
held this week, were nonplussed at the 
marvelous free-act bill. They are select- 
ing acts for next year.

Show opened at Tulsa 
September 30, as planned, hafing ob- 
tained plenty of talent thru our ad in 
Billyboy. We opened on a big platform 
to a big audience, and each night since 
then have been drawing more, as our 
talks are quite different from the usual 
line. Sales are fair, but our efforts are 
more to advertise and for mail orders 
than present sales. Now here is some- 
thing we would like to mention. There 
are many performers that are needing 
work these days. Performers who are 
honest in their dealings and who have 
the ability to entertain, but who some- 
times have a dwindled b. r. They need 
expense money to get to where a job 
awaits them, which is sometimes fur- 
nished by managers who know them. 
Sometimes an exception is made where 
they are not known. In these cases 
nothing is ever heard of that dishonest 
performer who does not show up. All 
of which puts a black eye to the real 
honest performer who would get there as 
agreed, These dishonest ones should be 
absolutely blacklisted by all managers. 
For instance, last week in answer to our 
advertisement we received a letter from 


a man, then at Wichita, Kan., relating 
that he and his wife worked as a team; 
good stuff, musical, etc. Said they had 
their own car, but would need expense 
money, $25, to get to Tulsa. We over- 
stepped our rules and did wire him the 
money. We received a wire that he had 
received same, and would be here Friday, 
two cays before our cpening. But since 
then have heard nothing from him. We 
have reported the matter to the postal 
authorities, as this would naturally come 
under the head of using the mails to 
defraud as well as obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses. It is not the value 
of the money, but the low principle 
shown, and the great damage such an 
act does to some honest performer. We 
think itis up to the honest performer and 
to managers to brush such men off their 
lists of acquaintances. Many managers 
allow these birds to get away with it, one 
time and another, but this man will be 
located sooner or later, and then it will 
be just too bad for him. We at this 
time are only playing with the game in 
a way, to keep from doing nothing, but 
next season we expect to come out bigger 
and brighter and better than ever.”

When all outstanding accounts have 
been paid for the year a net cash surplus 
of $25,702.71 will be shown. 


The disbursements show an increase 
in prize money of $5,000 over last year. 

Interesting features of the report 
were an increase in the entry fees of all 
departments, an increase in the money 
received from building space and ground 
space, and an increase in the receipts 
from gates, etc. 

The midway grossed $44,000, compared 
with $35,000 last year. The gate receipts 
showed an increase of $6,000, the grand 
stand an increase of over $4,000. 

The exhibition was held August 19 to 
24. It was considered from all angles 
the most successful that Ottawa has 
ever had. Ideal weather prevailed for the 
entire week with the exception of some 
rain on Friday morning. 

The attendance was 303.600, as com- 
pared with 269,600 in 1928, an increase 
of 34,000. 

Early in the year some $50,000 was 
spent on improvements to grounds and 
buildings. It is proposed to spend a 
large sum again this coming year to 
finish the work which the directors have 
planned. 

The co-operation which was received 
from the agriculturists of Eastern On- 
tario and the northern part of Quebec 
played no small part in the great in- 
crease of interest in the live stock and 
agricultural departments. : 

One of the outstanding features this 
year was the gratifying increase in the 
number of junior farmers taking part 
in the judging competitions, an in- 
crease of 150 per cent over previous 
years. 

That Controller Frank Plant's efforts 
as chairman of special attractions met 
with the approval of the exhibition pa- 
trons is shown in the increased financial 
returns for the midway and in the 
crowds that attended the attractions his 
committee provided. 

Vice-President William Macdonald was 
indefatigable in his work for the exhibi- 
tion during the year. Under his chair- 
manship the publicity committee showed 
results unequaled in any year previous. 

A. H. Fitzsimmons, chairman of the 
advisory and finance department, demon- 
strated once again and more convincing- 
ly his ability for this position. 

The president of the exhibition, Hugh 
Carson, one of the leading manufac- 
turers, wholesalets and _ retailers in 
Ottawa, is also a farmer. No dou the 
unexcelled success of the exhibition this 
year is due to the fact that he is able 
to appreciate the viewpoint of those 
sections in the community interested in 
the exhibition. 

The directors are meeting on October 
18 to receive tenders for the shows, rides 
and concessions for the 1930 exhibition. 
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WORTHAM GETS 
PRAISE FROM 
FAIR OFFICIALS 


Tri-State Fair visitors this year will 
long remember the John T. Wortham 
Shows which furnished attractions dur- 
ing the week, according to Wilbur C. 
Hawk, president of the fair association. 

Two score or more of shows and riding 
devices were in the Wortham assembly 
and not in one instance was there a 
report of any of the so-called “rough 
stuff” or of high-pressure methods being 
used with customers, Mr. Hawk said. 
Fach attraction was handled by cour- 
teous attaches and conducted along 
lines which could not be other than 
businesslike. 

Every member of the fair board was 
loud in praise of the meritorious attrac- 
tions furnished by the carnival. A letter 
of commendation was presented John T. 
Wortham, owner of the carnival, by the 
fair board, in which it was said that 
the Wortham Shows were the finest and 
cleanest ever at the Tri-State Fair and 
were welcome to return to Amarillo next 
year should their itinerary so permit.— 
Amarillo (Tex.) Daily News.

were in the process of editing and cut- 

ting and somewhere between 135 and 150 

film stories in various stages of prepara- 

tion. 

There are approximately a dozen more 
companies shooting in Hollywood today 
that there was six months ago. 

According to figures at hand, more 
than $2,000,000,000 is invested at the 
present time in the motion picture in- 
dustry, with the amount on the increase 
weekly. 

It is said that some 235,000 people are 
employed in the industry, divided as 
follows: 110,000 in exhibition; 20,000 in 
distribution, 75,000 in production and 
30,000 in other branches. 


Plans for this year reveal some 200 
sound features to be turned out, exclu- 
sive of the silent films, which will bring 
the year’s production to about 900, or 
approximately 100 more than last year. 
The world output will reach some 1,350 
productions, it is said. Production budg- 
ets show almost a 100 per cent increase 
over last year, which was $115,000,000, 
and there is a possibilty that this year’s 
apprqpriation will be greatly increased 
because of the higher cost of making 
sound and color pictures. 

Authorities familiar with the payrolls 
of the various studios state that Holly- 
wood’s payroll for the last month was 
in excess of $5,000,000, and that the 
yearly salary sheet will show about 855,- 
000,006 being paid out in wages to those 
identified locally with the film industry. 
This is said to be an increase of $5,000,- 
000 over last year. About 42 per cent of 
the total salaries go to actors, directors, 
camera men and other production de- 
partments. 

That the talking pictures have not 
done away with the extras is evident 
when one is told that about 3,000 more 
extras were used the past month than 
there were during the same month a year 
ago. It is said that at present there are 
almost 8,000 extras working, which is 
about 1,500 more than a month ago, and 
the figures of a year ago show that there 
were less than 5,000 extras employed 
during the same period.
